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SICILIAN AFFAIRS—PORTENTS, 


Tue Sicilian question has assumed an attitude which is as 
perplexing to those who wish well to the cause of liberty and 
constitutional government as the decision of some recent cases 
has proved to the judgment of certain British juries. Premising 
an entire repudiation of the idea which is in the course of indus- 
trious promulgation in France, that England is influenced by 
interested motives in the gonsideration of the contest that is 
going on in Sicily, it will not be denied that every possible 
sympathy is felt in this country for those who have revolted 
against the most flagitious rule in Italy. The appearance of 
Garibaldi on the scene is such an omen of success, that those who 
wish well to the insurgent Sicilians must necessarily experience a 
sense of gladness at such an accession of aid to their side, But, 
then, the morality of international law intervenes with the 
utmost potency, and it is impossible to controvert the 
fact that the famous partisan General in his present 
expedition is acting the part of nothing more or less than a bucca 
neer; that he is guilty of simple piracy; and, if he were to be 
caught in arms in Sicily, not a voice could with propriety be 
raised to save him from the penalty of such an offence. It is, 
certainly, a curious dilemma of feeling and opinion. The cause 
into which Garibaldi, with characteristic impetuosity, but with 
equally characteristic skill and preparation, has thrown himself, 
has received such a moral sanction and approval that it needs but 
success to gild his proceedings with international approval. A 
prosperous termination of his undertaking will produce the char- 
tered result; he will be the hero who has created a new free 
State, and will have burst through all the meshes cf those prece- 





dents and rules which, in the abstract, ought to entangle him to 
his destruction. The only question as far as he is personally con- 
cerned then is, what are the probabilities of his success? There 
can be little doubt that the enterprise is one full of hazard; its 
issue is open to great doubt; but, assuming that this bold stroke 
should give form and substance to a movement which has not yet 
been found sufficiently formidable to cause such serious alarm 
to the Neapolitan Government as to paralyse its efforts at resist- 
ance—for, if the reports which have reached us be true, there 
was no lack of preparation to meet Garibaldi’s expedition, or any 
disposition to suffer him to land without opposition on the Sicilian 
territory—the question falls into a new and a more important 
phase. The consideration that will then arise will be, what 
course will be taken by the Governments of Euope—those, at 
least, who have either arrogated to themselves, or to whom has been 
ceded, the conduct of that which may be called international police! 

Of course, a suspicion has arisen that the Government of the 
King of Sardinia has not exercised too much vigilance in reference 
to the proceedings of Garibaldi, and that the doctrine of non- 
interference has been carried on their part to an extent which 
is not covered by any legitimate interpretation of the term. 
However that may be, it is supposed that, in the first instance, the 
tone adopted in the communications on the subject which passed 
between Paris and Turin was that of remonstrance if not of 
reproach ; but the latest indications seem to point to an inclina- 
tion on the part of the Emperor of the French to sympathise with 
the insurrectionary movement in Sicily. His jealousy of another 
addition to the sovereignty of Victor Emmanuel, which, it is said, 
was neither slight nor wholly unavowed, is supposed to have yielded 
to an idea that an eventuality may arise in Southern Italy which 





was hoped for but disappointed in the distribution of the terri- 
tory of the centre of that peninsula. It is believed that the 
notion of replacing another Bourbon by another Napoleon 
and this time at Naples, has been revived, and that the sug 
gestion of such a course would be preferred to the insisting on 
an accession of territory to France as a compensating balance 
to any enlargemant of that kingdom of Italy which, it is imagined, 
is the dream of “i R2 galantuomo” and the ultimate end of the 
policy of Cavour. Predicating a sincere belief on the part of 
France in the existence of a desire by England to possess herself 
at least of the protectorate of Sicily, there is a probability that 
such a project as that above mentioned is simmering in that dark, 
deep, and mysterious cauldron, the brain of Louis Napoleon. Such 
a scheme is consistent with a policy which, even at times when 
the alliance between France and this country was ostensibly the 
most intimate, was believed to influence the secret councils of 
the Tuilleries, and that is the diminution of English influence 
and the curtailment of English territorial possession in the 
Mediterranean, To this has been attributed much of the un- 
kindly spirit which has beeu exhibited towards this country by 
Spain; skilful agency having been in operation to create a 
feeling in the Spanish mind of outrage on their rights in the 
occupation of Gibraltar by the British. To some such machina- 
tion, it has been thought, was owing the Spanish expedition to 
Morocco, in which, like an adroit stroke at billiards, Tangier and 
that part of the African coast were to be played off against 
Gibraltar, The disturbances which not long ago occurred in 
the Ionian Islands were very ostentatiously attributed to Greek 
intrigues, secretly fomented by Russia; but there were not 
wanting those who were of opinion that, although the electric 
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chain was long drawn out and circuitously placed, thit the 
manipulation of the machine whence the first sparks were 
elicited was in a nearer, a more powerful, and a more dangerous 
hand; and that here again the object was to strike at that 
English dominance which is represented by the strength of her 
garrisons and the flaunting of her pennons in that sea which 
somebody long ago insinuated might by possibility be turned into 
a French lake. This view of the situation involved, however 
remotely, in the present condition of affairs in Sicily is one 
which demands careful and anxious consideration. Already there 
are murmurs, which come as it were along the air, of new ani 
secret combinaticns, of clandestine treaties, and something more 
palpable than diplomatic understandings or sympathetic policies 
To speak plainly, it is stated that the existence of an under- 
standing between France and Russia, which was hinted at some 
years ago, is an actual fact, It is supposed that the undisguised 
policy of conciliation adopted by France towards Russia after the 
Crimean war was not even then wholly fruitless, and that so early 


as that time an arrangement was come to that, if the great northern | 
Power could be content to bide its time, eventualities would surely | 


arise which would make it the interest of France to contribute 
towards the objects of the inheritors of the designs of Peter the 
Great in Eastern Europe—for a consideration. Prophets, after the 
event, now tay that they were aware that schemes of territoria' 
aggrandisement were even then framed in the mind of the Ruler of 
France ; that the policy of annexation which has lately been begun 
was even then not only resolved upon, but its details arranged 
that the co-operation of Russia, active or passive, according to the 
necessity of the case, was secured by a promise of noninterferenc» 
with any of her designs on Turkey, as early as 1856. However 
this may be, it is at least a coincidence, that, at the moment that 
France has actually entered on a course of annexation, and at a 
moment when a plan for the enrolment of a member of the 
family of Napoleon among the Sovere’gnties of Europe is con- 
sidered to be a possibility arising out of the state of affairs in 
the kingdom of Naples, Russia, hitherto so reserved in her inter- 
national action, who has so sedulously sent abroad a statement 
that she was absorbed in her internal affairs, suddenly takes a 
formal and decided step, so decided as a convocation of the 
diplomatic representatives of the other Powers, for the purpose of 
declaring that she has reasons for complaint against Turkey which, 
on the face of them, are sufficient to justify her material interference 
on behalf of the Christian subjects of the Porte. To be sure, we hear 
that M. Thouvenel has declared to Lord Cowley “in a conversat'on, 
that if any proceeding or action were to take place in this matter 
he was of opinion that it should not be an action by Russia alone, 
or by Russia and France united, but should be a combined action 
of the five great Powers.” Most excellent and most reassuring. 
But one remembers that Count Walewski once, “in a conversation,” 
expressed his “private opinion” to Lord Cowley that n» 
annexation of Savoy to France was contemplated. In some 
novel or other we have met with a character said to have been 
drawn from life, which represented a man whose peculiarity was 
such that if you wanted to know his real opinion you had to 
assert eomething which you fancied was in consonance with his 
feelings, and if you got a prompt and direct disavowal of any 
inclination that way, you were sure that you had got at the actual 
state of his mind. The application of this illustration is, we 
suppose, sufficiently obvious in relation to the communications 
with regard to French policy made by the Min'ster of Foreiga 
Affairs of France to the Ambassador of England. 

We might easily enlarge on the views which we have en- 
deavoured rather to indicate than broadly to discuss. It would 
be easy to dilate ona rumoured understanding with Denmark, still 
a maritime Power, and which suggests the completion of a union of 
all the maritime Powers in Europe except England; it would be 
easy to point out the palpable efforts which are making by means 
of supporting the project for cutting a canal through the Isthmus 
of Suez to create that French influence in Egypt which 
always follows the flooding of a country with Freachmena 
of any and every calling, and in the course of which the 
faculty of engrafting their nationality on every spot on 
which they touch is always so sedulously, and generally 
20 successfully, developed. Much, and more to this effsct, 
might be produced for the purpose of illustrating the idea of an 
organisation against the widespread, and in many cases the 
predominant, influence of England in every part of the globe, and 
especially in the Mediterranean, But a topic of this kind should, 
after all, be dealt with tentatively and with delicacy. The time 
may not have arrived to speak trumpet-tongued to the people of 
this country with regard to events which as yet are only looming 
in the future, which we believe to be no distant one; but 
having arrived at certain convictions with regard to the possibility, 
if not to the probability of those events, at least we only dis- 
charge a duty when we insinuate a warning.

In the present invention this 
inconvenience is obviated by the rifle or revolving pistol being made double- 
barreled, and placing two series of chambers, or one for each barrel, in the 
cylinder, Either of the series of chambers is discharged in the ordinary 
manner, the bullets from each passing through the appr: te barrel By 
a change of the hammer, which is effected in an instant, other series of 
chambers may then be fired in like manner, the bullets passing through the 
other barrel. The chief peculiarity of this invention is that it can be applied 
to every system of repeating firearms now in use by officers and others 
engaged on foreign service ; and, —- double the number of shots may 
be fred, not the slightest change or modification of the working machinery 
of the lock or trigger is s To make the same machinery act with 
anarm giving the power of fourteen or sixteen consecutive shots only 
requires an alteration in the number of teeth of the “‘ratchet.” The new 
weapon, although double-barreled, bas but one cylinder, one trigger, and 
one lock and hammer. 

The 7th Lancashire Rifles Militia were inspected at Bury last 
Saturday by Major-General Dongs who expressed his satisfaction at their 
efficiency. The regiment assembled on the 23rd ult. for twenty-seven days’ 
training, and since then the recruiting has gone on satisfactorily.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 

General Goyon has been nominated Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour. Count Montemolin and his brother have arrived in Paris. 
The Russian Grand Duke Nicholas arrived on Monday evening at 
Paris, and was received on Tuesday morning by the Emperor. 

On Monday next the Senate will discuss the pstition concarning the 
import duties on foreign iron. - 

The Constitutionnel publishes an article, signed by M. Grandguillot, 
which says : —‘‘ The reply of Count Cavour to M. Thouvenel p-oves 
that Piedmont as well as France energetically blames the audaczious 
attempt of Garibaldi.” 

The Moniteur de la Flotte of Sunday says :~-‘‘ It is announced that 
the Mediterranean squadron has received orders to re-enter Toulon, 
in order to set out again on a more distant mission, respecting which 
no particulars are known.”

Thursday week with great brilliancy. 

In order to arrange the question of the annexation of Savoy, 
M. Thouvenel has added the following declaration to the programms

Vienna, France consents that the said districts shall remain without

NORTHERN AND CENTRAL ITALY. 

The news of Garibaldi’s re ay oy a sudden decline in 
the funds at Turin, from which there been no recovery on the 
latest intelligence. The case is very perplexing to the Government, 
and Count Cavour is inundated with despatches on all sides demand- 
ing the repudiation of the adventurous soldier. ‘The Piedmontese 
Premier is content to deny complicity. How far he wishes success 
to the expedition he does not say. 

The members of the Chamber of Deputies in their Committees 
have commenced the examination of the Treaty of Cession of Savoy 
and Nice to France. The members of the Opposition have sigaified 
their intention to ask for an adjournment of the discussion, and will 
make proposals to that effect to the Chamber. The Parliamentary 
Committee will demand further explanations from the Ministry. 
The commissaries who have been appointed are favourable to Go- 
vernment, 

The Provincial Council of Chambéry has addressed a note to the 
Sardinian Government, demanding that the Treaty of Cession of 
Savoy shall be promptly carried into effect, in order to avoid 
dangers, uncertainty, and suspension of business. 

The garrison of Florence been reinforced and the National 
Guard called out, in consequence of apprehensions that some at- 
tempt may be made by the partisans of the ex-Grand Duke, some 
inflammatory placards having been posted. 

A Peter's pence sibscription his bean opened at Florence, Leg- 
horn, Bologna, and Ravenna. 


THE PAPAL STATES, 

General Lamoriciére continues to concentrate the Papal troops at 
Gubbio. It is asserted that General Allegrino, the commanding 
officer at Ancona, has been reduced to the non-effective. 

' The King of Naples has subscribed 1,000,000 scudi te the Roman 
oan, 

Some members of the Sacred College have sug rested to the Pope 
the convocation of an assembly, at Rome, in which every Roman 
Catholic Power should be represented by some politica! or almiais- 
trative person of note. This assembly, after examining the real 
state of affairs in tho Papal States, would point out what reform: 
could be carried out and what could not. The Holy Father appoars 
much pleased with the idea, which, if realised, would make the 

Roman Catholic world co-operate in the administration of the States 
of the Church. 

The state of the Pope's health is said to have caused consider sble 
anxiety in his immodiate circle, an1 especially amongst the Cardinals. 

The French Ami de la Religion believes itseif able to announce 
that the dates for the gradual evacuation of Rome by the French 
troops are fixed ; and furthermore states that the first detachment 
will leave very shortly. 

SPAIN. 


The Spanish Government has resolved to demand explanations 
from the Government of the United States concerning the seizure of 
the steamer Marquis of Jiabana in the Mexican waters by au 
American man-of-war, 

Marshal O Donnell arrived in Madrid on the 10th inst , and wa; 
received with enthusiasm. The triumphal entrance of the troops 
from Africa, which took place on the llth, was a very imposing 
spectacle. Numerous triumphal arches were erected, and tho 
houses were decked out with flags. 

The Correspondancia Autograja maintains the authenticity of the 
text of the renunciation of Count Montemolin, wiich it recently pub- 


lished. 
HOLLAND. 

The Dutch Government has presented to the States-General a bill 
for so modifying the judicial organisation as to cause it to resemb'e 
that of the courts and tribunals of Belgium and France. The 
adoption of this bill will render necessary a revision of the codes of 
civil and criminal proceedings. 

PRUSSIA. 

The Chamber of Deputies in Tuesday’s sitting almost unanimously 
(the numbers being 315 ayes to two noes) granted the sum of 
£1,400,000 demanded by the Ministry for the purpose of defraying 
we cost of the partial maintenance of the Prussian army ona war 
looting. . 

AUSTRIA AND HUNGARY. 

The members of the newly-organised Council of the Empire have 
received their aaa, which are signed by the Emperor. The 
first sitting of the Council remains fixed for the 21st inst. General 
Benedek is endeavouring to bring about an arrangement between tha 
Government and the six Hungarians who declined their pogeiee- 
ment to the Council of the Empire, tending to reassure the latter 
and determine them to sit in the Council. Count Hartig, the late 
Minister of the Conferences, who is considered the real chief of the 
Liberal party in Austria, has declined the post of Councillor of the 
Empire for life, on account of ill-health. 

A remarkable letter has been inserted in an official paper at Pesth, 
boldly saying that Hungary must be convinced of the sincerity of 
the Imperial Government ‘before she accepts the proposed 
restorations. 

The solemn inauguration of the monument recently erected in 
honour of,the late Archduke Charles, the victor of the battle of 
Aspern, will take place on the 22nd inst. 

he Presse publishes the following telegram, dated Pesth, May 
16 :—*‘ An autograph letter of the Emperor is to be published to- 
morrow, allowing the constituted superintendents to assemble in 
convention in order to discuss the question of sending deputies to a 
general conference, and to make proposals for a synod. choice 
of superintendents and curates will be granted. The trials pending 
against Protestants have been suspended. 





The Anglo-Hanoverian treaty of July. 1844, respecting the Stade 
Dues, has been prolonged for a further period of six months. 

The news that another civil war had broken out in Moroce» is 
confirmed from several quarters. The Spanish plenipotentiaries have 
returned from Tetuan. 


Evrorean Concress.—There are still some reports and con- 
jectures about the European Conference, which seems no nearer than it wis 
at first. Austria, it is said, refuses to admit Sardinia asa member of the 
Conference, on the ground that Count de Cavour has declared Piedmont to 
have no concern with the claims of Switzerland to the neutralised districts 
of Savoy, and that Sardinia is not one of the great Powers. France, it is 
said, is “‘ more determined than ever” to cede no portion of Chablais and 
Faucigny to Switzerland, though she is willing to exclude a portion of those 
districts from the French customs line. If France persists in refusing to 
yield any portion of the neutralised territory, the meeting of a Conferenc>

LATEST NEWS FROM ABROAD. 

The following telegrams were received through Mr. Reuter’s office 
yesterday (Friday) :— 

THE :NSURRECTION IN SIcILy.—Paris, Thursday.—The Patrie 
asserts that the departure of the French squadron for Naples has 
been provisionally suspended. The Opinion Nationale announces, on 
the contrary, that Admiral Jehenne has left for Naples with 
four steamers, which vessels have been sent on the demand of 
Baron Bremer, who apparently foresees the approach ofa revolution. 
The Opinion Nationale also contains the following: — “It is ru- 
moured that Messina is in the hands of the insurgents, It is said 
that a treaty of alliance, offensive and defensive, has been concluded 
between Naples, Rome, Austria, and all the deposed Italian Sove- 
ovine. The Patrie repeats with reserve the rumour that 5000 men had 
embarked at Genoa and disembarked in the Gulf of San Stefano, 
near Orbetello, atown in Tuscany, on the frontier of the Roman 
Stater. It is rumoured that a Provisional Government has besn 
established at Marrala. 

Marseilles, May 17.—The departure of the steamer for the coasts 
of Italy, which should take place at mid-day, was delayed four hours, 
it was supposed to await despatches from the French Government, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 9 (vid Marseilles).—Disturbances have been 
oe maa in Thersaly, The Greek Government has caused the 
leader of the movement to be arrested, Agitation prevails in the 
Epirus. General apprehension exists in all the provinces of 
the empire. The demands of the Servian deputation are increasing, 
Riza Pacha has again refused the office of Grand Vizier. A requiem 
in honour of the late Count Szecheny has been chanted ia the 
French chapel at Pera, and was attended by many Hungarians, 
Poles, Italians, French Catholics, and Armenians, 

















RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


A despatch from St. Petersburg says that the principal members 
of the diplomatic corps, except the Minister for Turkey, wore a 
few days ago convoked by Prince Gortschakoff, who declared to them 
that the position of the Christians in Turkey had become so 
intolerable that Russia is on the point of addressing strong re- 
presentations to the Porte in favour of them, and hopes to obtain 
the support of the other Powers. A later despatch from Con- 
ttantinople says that the English Ambassador, Sir John F. Crampton, 
immediately protested against the intentions declared by Russia, 

It is asserted that the journey of M. de Budberg to Paris, where 
he will replace Count Kisseleff as Ambassador of Russia, has 
brought about an understanding between France and Russia in 
reference to Asia Minor where the agitation is continually increasing. 

A Marseilles telegram mentions a report current in Constantinople 
to the effect that 45,000 Russians were collected upon the Pruth, 
It was also reported that the Porte had assembled a corps-d’arméo 
30,C00 men at Wicdin, 


UNITED STATES. 


General Scott has been suddenly called to Washington, and it was 
supposed in some connection with the new boundary difficulty with 
England. 

Both Houses of Congress are in Session. In the Senate a 

memorial was presented from the Board of Trade of Oswego, com- 
plaining of the manner in which the reciprocity treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain, as regards the commerce with 
Canada, was being carried out. The paper was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations. 
».The Democratic Convention, having been unable to select a candidate 
for the Presidency, has adjourned until the 18th of June, when it 
will meet at Baltimore instead of Charleston. It appears that Mr. 
Douglas received 150 votes out of 251; but 202 votes were requisite 
for his selection as the Democratic candidate. The delegates from 
nine Southern States, being dissatisfied with the ‘‘ platform,” or 
declaration of principles adopted by the Convention—apparently 
because it was not sufficiently violent in its support of pro-slavery 
doctrincs—seceded from the Democratic Convention, and proceeded 
to form a separate Convention. A complete schism thus divides the: 
Demecratic party ; and no doubt the interval between the present 
time and the lith of June will be employed by the leaders in 
attempts to compromise the disputes which threaten to deprive 
them of all hopes of victory in the Presidential election. 

Two fugitive slaves from Maryland have been arrested in New York, 
and, after an examination, have been sent back to their owners in 
Maryland. No disturbance took place. 

A man named Hobbs was under arrest at Orange, New Jersey, 
charged with setting fire to his dweliing-house. Four of Hobbs’s 
children perished in the flames, and himself and two other children 
were badly burnt. 

Most of the business part of the town of Warren, Ohio, has been 
destroyed by fire, and the loss was heavy. Destructive conflagra- 
tions had likewise taken place in Brooklyn and Chicago. 

Captain Land, the mate and supercargo of the brig Virginia 
charged with being engaged in the slave trade, has been acquitte 
in the United States’ Dist:ict Court of Norfolk, Virginia. 

The steamer Calhoun burst her boilers near Columbus, Georgia, 
thereby killing six persons and seriously wounding four others, 

The Indians are ravaging the frontier counties of Texas, and 
murdering the people in all directions, Governor Houston urges 
the immediate formation of a regiment of mounted Texan volun- 
teers as the best means of checking the depredations of the Indians. 

The anniversary of the birth of Shakspearo was celebrated in New 
York by the Shakspearian members of the ‘‘ Century Club” on the 
28rd ult. A banquet was given in the drawing-room of the club, at 
which upwards of seventy gentlomen assisted, 

INDIA,

Srmza, April 22.—Lord Clyde will return to England by the first 
steamer in June from Calcutta.

A Novet Topacco Manvractory tn Parts.—A girl was 
arrested a few days ago for selling what was sup to be smuggled 
tobacco, but she refused to say where she lived, and it was suspected that 
she was connected with a regular gang, carrying on their fraudulent prac- 
tices on a large scale. It having been afterwards discovered that the 
parents of the girl resided at Belleville, M. Gutzwiller, a commissary of 
police, went to the spot indicated, which he found to be an isolated house, 
communicating with a garden, and well calculated for any illicit opera- 
tions. Having knocked and rung several times without having been able 
to obtain admission, the commissary, in a loud voice, ordered the door to 
be forced. This order produced the desired effect, for the door was opened 
by aman. On entering the place a strong smell of tobacco was perceived, 
and lying about were a quantity of wrappers with labels of different 
kinds, such as Maryland, Levant, Virginia, Re. In an adjoining room was 
a woman lying in bed, apparently very ill, and the commissary did not 
disturb her, but proceeded with his search through the other parts of the 
premises, where all kinds of apparatus for the manufacture of spurious 
cigars, and also a quantity of powdered wood, chippings of burnt leather, 
and other substances, intended to be used in making a composition sold as 
snuff, were found. On again entering the room where the woman lay, the 
commissary, who had begun to entertain suspicions that her illness was 
feigned, and that she had thrown herself on the bed to conceal something 
under her, ordered her to get up. This she at last did, and beneath the 
mattras he discovered a sack filled with ends of partly burnt cigars, probably 
picked up in the streets or cafes, and which were to be used in the re- 
manufacture of new ones. The man and his wile were arrested, and sent

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GARIBALDI'S EXPEDITION. 


THE landing of Garibaldi in Sicily has kindled anew the flames of 
civil war in that island, and has raised the Sicilian insurrection from 
a quarrel between the King of Naples and his subjects into one o! 
deep interest for the whole of Europe—introducing, as it docs, a 
new element into Continental politics, and involving Italy, as it pos- 
sibly will, in the gravest consequences. Daspitches from Naples, 
Vienna, and Paris, announce that Garibaldi's expedition, or at least 
a part of it, effected a landing in Sicily, yesterday wae, at or near 
the town of Marsala, situated on the western extremity of the 
island. It would seem from the brief and somewhat conflicting 
accounts received that two steamers conveying Garibaldi’s foll»wers 
had arrived at Marsala, and that the disembarkation of the men had 
been commenced or completed before two Neapolitan steam-frigates 
could interrupt their operations. One of Garibaldi’s steamers was 
captured and the other sunk ; and the Neapolitan frigates seom to 
have fired on the men who had landed, and to have caused them some 
loss. The Vienna telegram affirms, singularly enough, that the Nea- 
politan firing was stopped during two hours by English steamers, and 
could not be resumed till the English officers had returned from the 
shore to their ships. ‘‘The Royal troops,” says the Naples despatch, 
‘have marched on to meet those who had disembarked ;” and the 
Vienna despatch asserts that the Royalists were engaged with Gari- 
baldi’s followers when the mail left. As Garibaldi certainly quitted 
Genoa with three steamers, it would follow, from these accounts, that 
one of them must have proceeded to some other destination than that 
of Marsala; but it is to be observed that one despatch from Paris says 
that the disembarkation at Marsala was made from three steamers ; 
and if that statement be true it ensues that Garibaldi’s whole force 
was with him. As tothe condition in which Sicily was found, it seems 
certain that the insurrection in the rural districts is far-spread ani 
formidable ; and the ferment at Palermo is so great that on Saturday 
last menacing demonstrations were made by great bodies of* the 
people, who were only dispersed by the fire of the Neapolitan troops. 

The second version of what has taken place in Sicily since the 11th, 
coupled with serious reports referring to events in other provinces 
of the Neapolitan kingdom, comes to us by way of Paris. The Putrie 
newspaper, the connection of which with the Governmont is known, 
informs us on Wednesday that the insurrection has becom? gasneral 
all over Sicily since Garibaldi's arrival; that the Royal troops are 
shut up in Palermo and Messina, and hold no other place in the 
island ; that an outbreak has taken place on the other side of the 
Straits of Messina, in Calabria ; and that the province of the Abruzzi, 
in the utmost north, and on the shore of the Adriatic, has likewise 
responded to Garibaldi’s ——_. So that, should these accounts 
prove true, the Neapolitan Government may be regarded as being in 
a desperate situation. 

The Patrie of May 12 contains news from Genoa to the 11th inst., 
stating that Colonel Medici, the friend of Garibaldi, was forwarding 
preparations for a second expedition, of which the Colonel would 
take the command, and for taking part in whivh 6000 volunteers 
have already been enro'led. All the arms have beon purchased of 
the manufacturers Great excitement prevails at Genoa and Lom- 
bardy, from which quarters almost all the volunteers have come. It 
is asserted, however, that the energetic diplomatic representations 
made to Piedmont would decide the Government to prevent the 
departure of a second expedition. 

A letter from Genoa of the 8th gives the following details of the 
¢x edition :— 

It secems now ascertained that, besides the two steamers Lomardo and 
Piemonte, with which Garibaldi set out, the English steamer which joined 
him, and the Sardegna, which he hoped to overtake and capture, the 
venturous hero found the means of securing for his purpose the Giglio, the 
only war-steamer belonging to the late Tuscan navy. It is a paddle-steamer 
of rather tiny dimensions, and neither remarkable for strengih nor spsed. 
In ordinary cruises she carries four guns and a crew of about thirty men. 
She anchored usually off Leghorn or Elba; and it is stated the brave 
adventurer laid forcible hands on her at the first-named harbour. Strength- 
ened by this prize Garibaldi proceeded further south, and landed at various 
points about Piombino, Porto Santo Stefano, Talamone, &c , ancient forts 
and emall ports on cither side of the great headland, Monte Argentaro, of 
that Piombino principality which was called ‘‘ Stato dei Presidii,” and 
belonged fcr many years to Spain. I learn from a well-informed Tuscan 
there could be no mounted field artillery on the spot; yet it is certain 
that some cannon he carried away—some say a8 many as twenty-four. In 
all probability he only rifled some of the batteries close to the water's edge, 
and used those rusty iron pieces for the armament of his little steam flotil'a 
Garibaldi is a sailor, and has all the adroitness and fertility of resources 
which characterise men of his craft. Wiuat was of no earthly use in those 
dismantled old forts may, by a little contrivance, be made to do good 
rervice both by sea and land. 

The Opinione Nationale gives some particulars of the em- 
barkation of Geribaldi’s troops contained in a letter which it has 
received :-- 

It was, says an eye-witness, and the author of this letter, a deoply- 
affecting scene. They assembled in a beautiful night at a villa on the sea- 
shore, at some leagues from Genoa. They were, I am told, about tvo 
thousand in number; but what is certain is, that all the alleys of the 
immense garden were filled with groups of volunteers, who moved down 
tothe beach laden with muskets and cases of ammunition, which they 
placed on board boats for conveyance to the vessels in the offing, and all 
this without a word being spoken, except a few necessary orders, given 
almost in a whisper. Every ono was serious. There were no cries, none 
of the enthusiasm of parade, but on every countenance the expression of 
strong energy and deep conviction. I¢ is only when at sea that Garibildi 
will issue bis orders. He must have had some brilliant plan in his head 
which he has not hitherto revealed to any one, fur bis countenance was 
radiant. They left some hours after midnight, favoured by the most 
delightful weather. 

The same letter states that Garibaldi takes with him his only son, 
regretiing, as he said, that he had not ten, in order to take them 
all. George Manin, son of the President of the Republic of Venice, 
also accompanies him, and will be specially attached to his perggn. 

A correspondent of the Daily News at Genoa writes as follows :— 

The embarkation of the coals, stores, and ammunition, of which a con- 
siderable dépét had been formed at Bocca d’Ase, was carried on with 
activity, but, in spite of every exertion, it was daylig'st on Sunday morn- 
ing before they were fairly under way. Not naving the gift of ubiquity I 
missed the gathering at Quarto of Garibaldi’s friends and adherents on 
Saturday night, which, consisting of the responsible men of the expedition, 
had a more solemn character than the boisterous enthusiasm of the band, 
whose departure I witnessed from the Foce. It was moonlight, and the 
beautiful punts of the Villa Spinole were crowde1 with the voluxteors 
and their friends who had gone thither to bid them fare vell; but scarcely 
a sound was heard except the measured tread of the mon, as two by two 
they advanced to the portico of the pwlace to reccive their arms, and thea 
fel) back silently to the post as silently assigned thm. There was n> 
shouting, no boasting. hose who were present at this remarkable scene 
dwell much on its exceeding stillness and gravity. You saw those who 
were to remain behind passing from group to group, exchanging a grasp 
of the hand or an embrace with their friends and kiusfolk, bat indulging 
in no noisy good wishes or triumphant anticipations. What has come over 
these Italians that once we thought so purposeless and frivolous ? 

A friend of Garibaldi in Newcastle has received a letter datel 
Genoa, May 5, midnight, from one of the band of volunteers, an 
extract from which will show the spirit animating the expedition. 
He writes :— 

The embarkation covers a distance of nearly five miles along the coast. 
This has caused us endless inconvenience, but it was necessary; for, 
although the Government have half winked at our proseedings, they could 
not permit us openly to embark without incurring the accusation of com- 
plicity. There are upwards of 2000 of us, and we are all in high spirits and 
full of hope. A number of the band are mere youths—m any under twenty 
years of age, but fully 500 are tried and truetworthy fellows, who have seen 
many a campaign. Better marksmen are not to be found in Europe than 
we have with us. We have money, arms, and ammunition in abundance. 
Uniforms we also have to get on board—the famous red frocks that we hai 
at Rome,and at the sight of which the miserable mercenaries of Bomba 
fled horror-stricken from the field of Velletri. 1 pant to measure swords 
with the myrmidons of the wretched monster who now bestrides our 
Neaprlitan brothers. Tell our English su’scribers that the swords purchased 
by their generous contributions shall do good service in the holy cause of 
liberty before they are thrown away. 

The journals publish a proclamation of Gariba'di to the Ita’i ins. 
In this proclamation Garibaldi cills upoi the inhabitants of the 

farctes, Umbria, and Sabina, and the Neapolitans to revolt, in 
order to divide the forces of the eneny. 

Ancther proclamation, addressed to the Romans, recalls the iasur- 
rection of 1849, and urges the Romans to act like their brethren wao 
fell in defending Rome, 








The following is Garibaldi’s order of the day on board the 
Piemonte — 

CORPS OF THE CHASSEURS OF THE ALPS. 

The mission of this corps will be, as it always has been, based upon com 
plete self-denial for the regeneration of the common country. The brave 
Chaseeurs have served and will serve their country with the devotion and 
discipline of the best military corps, without any other hope, without any 
other pretension, than that of as conscience No rank, no honour, 
po recompense is held out to these braves. When the danger is past they 
will return to quiet domestic life ; but when the hour of battle strikes, Italy 
sees them again in the first ranks, cheerfully volunteering to shed their 
blood for her. The war-cry of the Chasseurs of the Alps is the same thit 
resounded a year since on the shores of the Tessin—‘' Italy and Victor 
3 - 7 !” and this cry will strike terror into the hearts of the enemies

Sicilians !—I have brought you a body of brave men, who have hastened 
to respond to the heroic cry of Sicily. We, the remains of the battles of 
Lombardy, are with you: we ask isthe freedom of our land. United, 
the work will be easy and short. To arms, then! he who does not snatch 
up a weapon is a coward, ora traitor to his country. Want of arms is no 
excuse. We shall get muskets, but forthe present any weapon will do in 
the bands of a brave man. The municipalities shall provide for the children, 
women, ard old men deprived of their support. To arms, all of you! Sicily 
shall once more teach the world how a country can be freed from its 
oppreseors by the powerful will of a united people. G. GaRIBALDI, 

We have been favoured by Meisrs. O'Byrne, of Adelphi-terrace, 
the navy agents, with the following particulars of the landing of 
Garibaldi at Marsala, extracted from a private letter :— 


While on shore to-day, about 2.30 or 3in the afternoon, we entered a 
café. In a few minutes several fellows entered—some in red, others in 
plain clothes, all armed with muskets and bayonets. Every one around 
seemed favourable to them. We at once asked what was the matter, and 
were told that it was a case of “‘ Viva Italia,” and Garibaldi had landed. We 
immediately took a walk round the town, and found the soldiers (patriots) 
had possession. We wanted to go out towards the country, but the officer 
in command, a fine-looking fellow, told us we could not pass without 
an order from General Garibaldi We therefore returned to the 
mole for the purpose of getting on board, and met more soldiers 
coming in. Atthe mole gate we were again stopped, and there detained 
until a pass from the General was procured for us. On the mole we met 
fresh treops, who had disembarked with arms, ammunition, &c. We were 
informed that some two thousand had been thrown into the town, and that 
more would soon follow; the only thing they wished for being that they 
might meet the Neapolitans, They all ap d fine athletic fellows—just 
the sort to make short work of a dish of maccaroni. They landed 
from two stéamers, close under the noses of the Neapolitans, who, with 
two steamers and a sailing frigate, had been constantly watching the coast. 
The smallest of these vessels could easily have prevented the landing, but she 
was too cautious to attempt it. After the soldiers, however, were safe on shore 
the Neapolitans closed in and fired on the town, or, rather, at a few stragglers 
on the mole—a mere waste of powder, for many of the shots fell snort, 
and those that did reach terra firma merely ploughed up the earth that the 
enemy had passed over. There is no doubt whatever but that one at least 
of Garibaldi’s vessels, particularly the rearmost, could have been cut off ; 
but, no ; they were afraid to try iton. After these had been abandoned by 
the Italians they were taken possession of at 6.80 p.m. by the Neapolitans, 
who, however, displayed much hesitation, evidently deeming ‘ discretion 
the better part of valour.” At this moment, as we are in the act of leaving 
for Malta, a steamer and frigate are opening on the town, but the fire 
receives norcturn. Whether they have artillery or not, we are unable to 
state. We can only remark that we saw none. The people in the town 
received Garibaldi and his followers with open arms, appearing as if they 
bad been long expecting them. At the time of the General’s arrival there 
were no Neapolitan troops in the town. Owing to the shallowness of the 
water their large ships could Lot approach. 








NAVAL AND MILITARY INTELLIGENCE. 





THE QUEPN AT ALDERSHOTT. 


One of the grandest ficld-days that has occurred for some time past at 
the Aldershott Camp took place on Monday, in presence of her Majesty 
the Queen. At ten o'clock the whole division marched out of camp in the 
direction cf the Long Valley, and formed up in masses in the neighbour- 
hood of Czsar’s Camp. They had not been long assembled when a royal 
salute from the heights arnounced that her Majesty and the P: ince Consort 
had left the Pavilion, and were on their way to the scene of operations, 
The Queen wore her usual military riding costume, and was mounted on a 
magnificent roan charger. She was accompanied to the ground by the 
Princess Alice and Princesses Helena and Beatrice, who rode in op2n car- 
riages and four. There were in attendance on the Royal purty tue Duchess 
of Atboll, the Hon. Beatrice Byng, Lord Charles Fitzroy, and a numerous 
and brilliant staff. As the Queen passed the troops saluted in the uzual 
manner ; and the Royal party having taken up their position so as to secure 
a commanding view of the Long Valley and other points of interest, the 
troups commenced their mancuvres under the iramediate command of the 
Duke cf Cambridge, who had arrived from London, attended by his ailes- 
de-camp, by an early train, in order to be present on tle occasion The 
programme for the day had been previously prepared by General Knollys, 
and the carrying out of the various details necessary fur forcing the 
porition of the assumed powerful force of the enemy gave occasion for a 
series of brilliant movements, in which infantry, artillery, cavalry, and 
engineers took a more or less active part. After the revicw the Q een and 
the Royal party returned to the Pavilion, and, after luncheon, left for 
Farnborough, under aralute from the battery on the heights near the South 
Camp. 


A court-martial was held at Portsmouth, on Tuesday week, to 
try Lieut. Patrickson, of the Asia, for intoxication ; but, owing to the 
prisoner being seized with a fit, the trial was adjourned until Thursday, 
when he was found guilty, and sentenced to be dismissed his ship and 
placed at the bottom of the list of Lieutenants. 

A new and comprehensive circular of instructions has been 
issued to infantry regiments. One object of the Commander-in-Caief is to 
direct the attention of commanding otficers to the necessity of constintly 
exercising the individual iatelligence and judgment of the men under their 
commanc. 

It is stated that the tremendous recoil from the Armstrong gua 
experienced during recent trials on board the Redwing gun-boat, renders it 
imyx ratively necessary that some other form of carriage should be sub- 
stituied for the one at present in use, should the smaller class of gun boats 
be armed with these weapons. The greased wad that was introducad fur 
the purpose of cleansing the gun when fired is said to have remedied the 
matter to a certain extent, but the fouling of the gun is still very great. 


Experiments have been made by Captain Norton at Chatham 
for the purpote of. demonstrating the improvements he has effectei with 
balls fired from the ordinary ‘‘Brown Bess” musket, whereby the range 
and aceuracy of that weapon are made nearly equal to that of the Enfield 
rifle. In the trials made Captain Norton fired twenty shot: at a target two 
fect in diameter at a distance of 200 yards, and struck it each time, and on 
the range being increased to 250 yards only one or two shots failed to strike 
at that distance. In firing these forty rounds there was no difficulty in 
loading, although the ball fitted so closely that the barrel of the musket 
appeared to be most effectually sponged out by the casing of the gossamer 
cartridge which Captain Norton uses. The balls used were cast in a mould 
known as No. 12, and, being inclosed in the netting of the gossamer 
cartridge, fits the barrel so closely as to allow of no loss by windage. The 
weight of power in each cartridge was two and a half drachmas.

ROBERT OWEN AND HIS Soctat PartosopHy. By WILLIAM Lucas 
SARGENT. Smith and Elder. 
It must not be supposed that the author of this volume comes for- 
ward as the sympathetic biographer of Robert Owen, nor even as 
his panegyrist, and still less as his apologist. He starts by con- 
demning the shallow philosophy of the absence of all moral respon- 
sibility which Owen professed ; he has nothing in common with his 
ideas on Communism or Socialism ; and he does not spare rebuke 
on the misdirected efforts of the latter half of his life. All 
that is sought is to endeavour to prevent the errors and the 
follies, which were so near akin to insanity, which constituted 
the useless activity and hopeless ill-success of the second portion 
of his life from blotting out the recollection of the benevo- 
lent achievements of the first part of the career of a man who, 
rather in spite of himself than of himself, did good service to 
his kind. tn this volume there is a judicious defence of Owen's 
purity of motives, kindness of disposition, regular personal conduct, 
universal benevolence, contempt of riches, and unwearied and muni- 
ficent support of projects of philanthropy. The youth of Owen was 
contemporaneous with the sudden vast extension of the cotton 
manufacture which occurred at the end of the last century; and 
he was a vigorous offshoot of that trade, who, wanting in liberal 
education, created a philosophy of his own and a system with 
which the present age connects him—namely, as the founder of co- 
aap societies, the originator of the doctrine of labour exchanges, 
the promoter of communistic arrangements, and the chief leader

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Tue time which bas elapsed since a notice of motion was given 
by the Whig Peer who holds the office of Comptroller of the 
Exchequer, which is directed to the rejection by the House of 
Lords of the Bill for the Repeal of the Paper Duty, may perhaps 
have enabled Lord Derby to consider whether this is the exact 
moment to bring the Upper and Lower Chambers into collision, 
and to raise the question of the privileges of the Commons of 
England. It is evident that the Conservative party is trading on 
the notion that there is no public opinion of any consequence on 
the subject of Reform in Parliament. It is probably argued that, 
as people out of doors do not care for amending the constitution 
of their representative assembly, they must be still more indifferent 
to anything that relates to the House of Lords. It would 
not therefore be surprising if the action of the House of Lords be- 
came, after all, the spring and source of a loud and imperative 
demand for Parliamentary Reform in a more comprehensive sense 
than it has yet assumed, a sense which would embrace the recon- 
struction of both branches of the Legislature. The tactics of the 
Conservative party in Parliament as evidenced by the course thy 
have taken—first, with regard to the Church Rates Bill, and now 
on the Paper Duty Pill, seems to be this : It is not considered desir- 
able, for reasons which are obvious enough, to put the Government 
into a minority in the Commons, but the plan is to cut down the 
, and 


majoritics on libeial measures to such a point as morally, 





almost technically, to justify the Lords in rejecting them. It 
was, no doubt, in pursuance of this policy that Lord Derby, in 
his hot and impetuous fashion, committed himself to an op- 
peosition to the repeal of the Paper Duty. 

Without entering into a consideration of the arguments in 
favour of or against the dechnical and constitutional right of the 
House of Lords to reject a bill which does not impose but repeals 
a tax, it seems to us suflicient to rest the question on the prudence 
and the advisability of adopting the course proposed. We may, 
however, tay in passing that, when it is recollected that the repeal 
of the paper duty forms so integral a portion of the financial plan 
of the Government that a penny in the pound was added to the 
income tax for the purpose of supplying the exact deficiency created 
by the abolition of this particular excise duty, it comes to this, that 
by retaining the duty a tax will actually be levied on the people 
of the country which will have been imposed not by the House of 
Commons but by the House of Lords, which, clearly and indis- 
putably, has no power whatever to assess a farthing of revenue on 
the subjects of this constitutional realm. But, bringing the 
argument to a finer and more direct point, may we inquire of 
Lord Derby if he thinks it an eligible thing to bring the House of 
Lords before public opinion, and to make its proceedings, its 
principles, its inspirations, and by consequence its constitution 
the subject of eager, perhaps angry, discussion? Does he 
suppose that such a discussion once begun will be easily laid 
aside or put aside’? Is it worth while for any object he may have 
in view to raise the question whether the Peers are now to assume 
a share in the government of this country to which it is at least 
doubtful wh ether they have a legitimate right, but which by the 
tacit consent of many years they have not assumed? Does the 
leader of the Conservative party desire the resignation 
of the present Ministry; or, if he does not, is he reckoning 
on the indifference to the votes of the Upp2r House which of late 
years Ministers have been supposed to evince? If so, we think 
we can venture to assure him that he is mistaken. This is not a 
question of the abolition of church rates; it is not a question of 
the admission or non-admission of the Jews to Parliament, or 
any of those more abstract measures with which the Lords have 
thought themselves at liberty, and have been allowed to think 
themselves at liberty, to dally with or toreject. This is not 
merely a question involving an integral part of the policy of the 
Government which has received the sanction of the House of 
Commons, but it is a question of taxation, an attempt on the 
part of the Lords to reimpose by its own mere authority a tax 
which the representatives of the people have declared shall no 
longer exist. 

Is this, of all others, a subject on which to raise a contest 
between the two branches of the Legislature? Lord Derby is not 
unpractised in yielding his policy and unsaying his strongest 
assertion. He has pursued this course under the responsibilities 
of office, will he not feel that opposition, too, has its respon- 
sibilities? There is a mode by which the Conservative chief can 
redeem his hasty pledge to the letter, and yet not defeat the 
Paper Duty Bill, after all. The managers of the votes of his 
party in the Upper House will easily understand the hint,

gentlemen of political influence. lemonstration, 
whether regard be had to the ability of the speeches, or to the numbers, 
enthusiasm, or respectability of the audience. Mr. Bright's reception was 
a perfect ovation, the demonstrations of enthusiasm being again and again 
renewed. The resolutions and petition, which stigmatised Lord Monteagle’s 
motion as a proposal to usurp the privileges of the House of Commons, were 
adopted by acclamation. 

r. Bright denied the right of the House of Lords to supersede a vote of 
the Commons, who had the right—the sole right—of voting money for the 
service of the Crown. They boasted of their love of freedom, and some- 
times allowed their feelings, he feared, to be too much excited about it 
abroad. Let them look at home. “If liberty,” said Mr. Bright, “ were 
extinguished in England, how much would liberty have to mourn through- 
out the whole world? And what is liberty in Enyiasd if an irresponsible, 
non-elective, hereditary House of Legislature is to be permitted, without 
check, to rifle the pockets, and the tills, and the industry of the great body of 
the people? What is it that a certa'n party in the House of Commons now 
asks the House of Lords todo? They are expected to reject the bill for the 
abolition of church rates, to reject the bill for the repeal of the paper duty, 
and to reject the bill for giving a very moderate extension of the franchise t» 
the people of the United Kingdom. Although I have said some things 
criticising with, as I am told, most unjust severity the acts of the aris- 
tocratic classes of this country, I never laid upon them burdens so 
oncrous—or, if you like, labours so perilous and, it may be, so fatal— 
as thore which they are asked to perform at the bidding of an 
exasperated and baflied minority in the House of Commons. But what 
will be cone if, owing to the rashness of the Karl of Derby, this bill should 
be rejected? It has been brought in, remember, by a united Cabinet. 
Great objections are entertaincd by different parties in the House to Mr. 
Gladstone. His great superiority of intellect—his undaunted courage—his 
notable conscientiousness—all these mark him out as the man, when once 
his reason is convinced, to do great and just things for his countrymen. But 
although Mr. Giadstone has been the individual who has propounde this 
particular measure to the House of Cominons, he has had the unanimous 
supportand approval of his colleagues. This, therefore, is a Cabinet ques 
tion; and if the Government submit to surrender their own dignity and the 
rights of the House of Commons to Lord Derby and his friends, then I say 
that the Government will be degraded—that the exalted office which Mr. 
Gladstone fills will be thrown down from its elevaation—that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer henceforth will be no better than a clerk conjointly to the 
House of Commons and the House of Lords, not in any degree independent, 
or able to do those things which in his conscience he believes to be necessa-y 
to the well-being of his country, and that the House of Commo.s 
will be humiliated to the last degree. What would be said by all 
the great men of the Revolution—by all the great men who hav: 
decorated the pages of your wy! from that day to this—if they 
could come back and seéthe English House of Commons in its greatest 
hour surrender those noble privileges. which they had shed their 
blood and made every sacrifice to preserye? I do not believe that the 
Government, which has now the cqpfidence of the Queen and of the 
nation, will trifle with this question of tamely surrender the great interests 
committed to their care. If they make no fight—if they submit timely, 
their Government is irretrievably gone, and gone with an amount, if not of 
odium and almost of execration, at all events of pity and contempt, which 
would make it impossible for those statesmen ever to regain the confidence 
of the people. And who would come in? The old thing over again—Derby 
in one ioe Disraeli in the other—men who appear to have no principle. 
Wherever you see them ky ewe if you study with the minutest 
investigation their political Bradshaw, you will find that every line con- 
verges to one point, which is Downing-street. The Reform Bill will be 
postponed ; the Paper Duty Bill will not pass, and what will be our position 
with regard to foreign affairs? You are approaching, let me tell you, a very 
critical hour. There are persons in this country, high in station, great in 
influence, who are not very particular as tothe sacrifices which the masses of 
the people may be called on to make, if those sacrifices would prevent the per- 
severance in a policy which is hateful to those persons high in authority. I 
have alluded before to what took place some years ago, and may take place 
again. Remember that there ison some points an impassable gulf between the 
Governmeot now in office andthe Government which, in all probability, would 
succeed them? There can be no doubt that over Europe, if Lord Derby 
were to come into office now, there would be a shudder of apprehension, 
and, instead of that growing tranguillity for which we'all hope, and I trust 
at times we all pray, there would be an increase of excitement gathering to 
horror, and I do not believe the peace of Europe would be worth twelve 
months’ purchase This Constitutional question isworth a hundred times 
as much as the Excise duty upon paper. It is a question whether repre- 
sentation and taxation shall in future, as heretofore, go together, or be 
separated and dissevered. It is a question whether you, in the year 1460, 
will maintain the ancient freedom of which you have boasted, and for 
which your fathers have contended. If you look back to all that bas passod 
on the subject in the history of the country during the last 200 years, it is 
utterly beyond belief that we should surrender that which cost so much to 
gain. I warn the House of Peers, in no unfriendly spirit—and he is not an 
enemy of a monarchy, or of an aristocracy, or of a democratic power, who 
honestly tells that monarchy, tlat aristocracy, or that democratic power, 
what is its true duty in any given emergency—I warn the House of Peers, 
not, for the sake of a duty upon cheap newspapers, not, for the sake of any 
alarm or hatred they may have at the cheap press, to involve themselves in 
a contest where right will be against them, and where they must fail. But, 
let them take what course they may, I exhort the people of England to 
make this a great question. Your fathers would have made itso. They 
would have maintained, and did maintain, their rights; and you ars 
recreant and unworthy children if you surrender in this your generation.”

square Rooms. The ae A was established in 1846 for the purpose of 

ording permanent relief in old age and infirmities to servants of good 
character. Assistance is also granted of a temporary kind in cases of urgent 
distress and sickness, and a registry is established for further promoting 
the welfare of its members. Resolutions were carried pledging the meeting 
to support the society, and expressing thankfulness for the Royal and dis- 
tinguished patronage it had received. 

Roya Ortuorpic Hospitat.—The anniversary festival of 
this institution, situate in Oxford. street, was held at the London Tavern on 
Wednesday evening, under the presidency of the Lord Mayor. This insti- 
tution has been established for upwards of twenty years, during which it 
has successfully treated some 25,000 or 26,000 cases of club foot, spinal and 
other deformities, of which 1400 were received during the past year. A 
mortgage debt, amounting to something like £6000, hampers the doings of 
the society ; whilst there are about 230 patients waiting for admission to the 
hosptial. The subscriptions of the evening amounted to nearly £2000. 


Tre Royat Asyium or St. Ann's Socrery.—On Wednesda 
afternoon the annual meeting of girls who had been educated in St. Ann’s 
School, and who, after leaving it, had become entitled to prizes by behavin; 
well in their situations, was held in the Asylum, Brixton-hill. The obje 
of the institution is to maintain, clothe, and educate the children of those 
once ym yn lf whether orphans or not. The Bishop of Bath and Wells 

resided, and distributed the prizes, which consisted of Bibles and religious 
ks, and which, in some cases, were supplemented by small sums of 
money. About fifty girls received prizes, of whom three were pupil- 
teachers and nine schoolmistresses. The remainder were chiefly dress- 
makers and domestic servants.

out as a temptation to divert 
ee attention from the gold- 

elds, we present our readers 
with a View of the City of Auck- 
land, with the new Commercial 
Embankment called Customhouse- 
street Quay, which is carried 
right across from its junction with 

bert-street_ at Smale’s Point to 
the foot of Britomart Barracks. 
This reclamation from the shore 
will give an extensive additional 
site for commercial establish- 
ments. A sale of leases for ninety- 
nine years at a nominal rent was 
advertised to take place there, on 
the 22nd of December, of lots of 
building land, ranging in size 
from thirty to one hundred feet 
to fifty-six by seventy-five feet 
and fifty-five by one hundred feet. 
The upset prices for the lots 
ranged from £300 to £560 per 
lot. This great embankment and 
the projecting wharf jutting 
out from Queen-street have 
eminently advanced Auckland as 
a commercial port. It was not 
till 1841 that Auckland could be 
said to have had an existence. It 
was then judiciously chosen for 
the seat of Government in New 
Zealand. Strenuous efforts have 
been and continue to be made to 
remove the Government establish- 
ments to Wellington, and the 
General Assemblies are to hold 
their next Session there; but, 
although Wellington is as central 
as Liverpool is for the meeting of 
the British Parliament, nature 
has made Auckland the only place 
in New Zealand suitable to be the 
abode of the representative of 
majesty. The province of Auck- 
land contains more than double 
the population of any other pro- 
vince in New Zealand. Its 
northern position, placing itnearer 
to the tropics than the southern 
islands, gives Auckland a more 
genial climate than is to be found 
in the southern parts of Europe. 
Persons who visit Auckland on the 
score of health fix their abode 
there. The remarkable longevity 
of the pensioners who emigrated 
twenty years ago is an evident 
em that the change from Great, 

ritain to Auckland has length- 
ened their days. The European 

pulation of the province exceeds 

,000, exclusive of a large 
military and naval force.

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These people are large consumers of English manufactured 
goods, and contribute to a great extent to the increasing 
exports from Auckland. Persons who intend to emigrate to 
New Zealand should not neglect to obtain, if they can, land 
orders for themselves and for each qualified member of 
their family. No persons are entitled to a land order as a 
right, or in respect of the payment of passage-money, but 
must satisfy the agents of the Provincial Government that 
they are persons of good character, suitable to work, either 
by the judicious use of their capital in employing labour, 
or be capable and willing to work hard at any occupation 
they can find in so young a country. The land orders are 
given to eligible persons to encourage their settlement in 
the province. here are no free passages to Auckland 
at the cost of the Government, but land orders are given to 
wealthier emigrants, who pay the passage, of eligible 
artisans or mechanics, and servants of all kinds, and thus 
that class of persons obtain a free passage. Assisted passages 
are only granted to such ~~ as may be nominated to 
the Provincial Government by their friends or relatives in 
the province, upon which instructions are given by that 
Government to their agents in London, Messrs. Ridgway 
and Sons, 40, Leicester-square, to provide them with a 
passage. In Auckland occupations and amusements are 
similar to those in England. There are churches and chapels 
for every sect of Christians, synagogues, theatre, temper- 
ance halls, Christian associations, horticultural and agri- 
cultural associations, public companies, colleges, schools 
corn exchange, a mechanics’ institute, literary lounges, musica 
entertainments, horse racing ; and the port of Auckland is 
frequented by steam and seagoing ships of very large 
burden, besides innumerable native c' In December, 
1848, when the census was taken, there were 4117 houses or 
buildings within the city of Auckland, and the number was 
rapidly on the increase. [n the province there were 14,192 
horses, and 122 mules and asses, 137,204 head of cattle, 
1,523,324 sheep, 11,797 goats, 40,734 pigs. The fenced 
lands belonging to Europeans in the province of Auckland 
were then 90,447} acres, and 60,182} acres under crops, ex- 
clusive of large tracts of ploughed land and open pasture 
land. The lands in the province of Auckland are as varied 
in quality as in England ; there is abundance of coal, lime- 
stone, timber, and other valuable products. There are no 
poor people in Auckland, except the drunkards and other 
wise dissolute. Provisions and clothing are as cheap as in 
England, in many cases cheaper. House-rent is somewhat 
dearer than in England. The upset prices of country lands 
is 10s. per acre: they are put up in lots of from 40 to 320 
acres each, Town lands and suburban lands are put up at

interest intending emigrants, and those gentlemen are at 
all times ready to afford trustworthy information for the 
guidance of intending emigrants. The London — en- 
gaged in the Auckland trade are those of Messrs. Willis, 
Gann, and Co. ; and Messrs. Shaw, Saville, and Co.; and 
the increasing traffic has induced Messrs. Wilson and 
Chambers and Messrs. James Baines and Co., of Liverpool, 
to try the trade. Messrs. Pearson and Co., of Hull, have 
established the Intercolonial Mail Packet Company in New 
Zealand, and will send a ship from the Humber for that 
service about April. Persons of small capital requiring a 
er sound rate of income can invest their money upon the 
st securities in Auckland at ten per cent interest. There 
are three well-conducted and well-printed English news- 
papers in Auckland, and everything is indicative of a steady 
and continuous progress ; and, although it is rare to meet 
with a person with a handle to his name, the society in 
Auckland is good. 

The harbour of Auckland, the Waitemata, is acknow- 
ledged to be the finest in the world. Passing numerous 
headlands, promontories, bays, and inlets, with curious 
islands of every size and form—ships enter between two 
heads a mile apart, the one on the Island of Rangitoto and 
the other forming the cape which terminates a narrow 
—- over which the eastern sea is viewed from the 

eights of the city. The waters of the ‘‘ Waitemate” 
within the heads are from three to four miles in width, 
winding onwards to the south west, when, a few miles from 
Auckland, it is separated from Manukau bya narrow isthmus, 
which our young enterprise a of cutting through, 
thus opening a passage for ships from the Western ocean.

SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


Ir is matter of observation that the Prime Minister has evidently 
gone through a phase of rejuvenescence. No one can have failed to 
remark the singular smoothness, freshness, and, indeed, plampness, 
of his countenance ; the uprightness of his stature, aod the general 
alacrity of his movements. This sanity of body has been accompanied 
by a corresponding liveliness and buoyancy of spirits, which has once 
more brought Lord Palmerston before the House of Commons in the 
sportive vein which, since his last accession to the Premiership, he 
has almost wholly laid aside. Some people are censorious enough to 
attribute his high spirits to a chuckling consciousness of his having 
had a secret triumph over some of his troublesome colleagues, and 
Lord John Russell in particular. Others say that he is humorously 
exulting over his having given Mr. Gladstone a check in his wild- 
horseman career in the pressure of his financial schemes. The refer- 
ence in this respect is, of course, to that occasion when the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in his eagerness to go ahead with his Wine 
Licenses Bill, tranegreesed the unwritten law of the House by bring- 
ing up the report of certain resolutions immediately after they were 
carried, instead of allowing a day to intervene, as usual in such pro- 
ceedings. Certain it is that, when complaint was made by somo of 
the strict ne rm | | formalists of this breach of etiquette and 
something more, Lord Palmerston came forward and threw over his 
colleague; and, when he moved the undoing of the deed, and 
turned Mr. Gladstone's more haste into worse speed, there was 
something peculiarly caustic and triumphant in the way in which he 
pooh-poohed his Finance Minister, and caused him to look like a 
paughty boy, sulky and mentally recalcitrant, under a penal 
acknowledgment of a fault. Certain'y, nothing could be ‘more 
striking than the unnatural, deadly calm, covering illimitable 
and concentrated rage, which Mr. Gladstone exhibited under 
as decided a snubbing as could be administered to a middle-aged 
Minister of State. It may be only a coincidence, but it is the fact, 
that Lord Palmerston’s spirits have been exceedingly buoyant ever 
since be had his impulsive and high-pressure coadjutor on the hip; 
and Mr. Gladstone’s conduct of the measure, in a phase of which he 
was caught napping, has been characterised by a suavoness of de- 
meanour and a conciliatory tendency in reference to listening to 
and adopting suggestions, which has been so remarkable, and con- 
so strongly with his somewhat imperious manner hitherto 
that it has won for him, every now and then, invo'untary, but not 
therefore the less significant, bursts of ‘‘ Hear, hear !” from all parts 
of the House. : ” . 
* Again: it is said that Lord Palmerston’s high spirits havo arison 
from his scenting the battle not by any means afar off. The Paper- 
duty Repeal Bull, about which rumour says he does not care a 
farthirg, has put him into direct collision with the Opposition, and, 
like the old war-horse, he curvets and prances with a keen sense of 
enjoyment at the coming shock of arms. Censorious folk laugh 
and say that be believes he will have a curious compensation against 
Lord Derby, should that noble Earl succeed in beating him on the 
per duty. It may be remembered that, when Lord Derby was 
*rime Minister, he bod a horse entered for that great race which 
oes by bis name, and the prize for which his novelistic colleazue, 

r. Disraeli, has named the “ Blue Ribbon of the Turf.” That horse 
was acreat favourite, and it is said that Lord Derby had set his 
heart on winning that metaphorical “ blue ribbon” at the time that 
he was Premier of England, and that he would have valued it more 
than the other actual positive “ blue ribbon ""—that of the Order of 
the Garter—which he has since attained. Now, it happens that 
Lord Palmerston bas this year a horse which is high in the betting 
for the great event at Epsom next week, and if he should succeed in 
winning the most coveted of all racing stakes his triumph over Lord 
Derby will, it is eaid, be more grateful to him than his seiziag from 
him the reins of power. However this may be, it would seom that 
the virus with which turftes are inoculated is running rife through 
the veins of our First Minister, for at this moment he appears to have 
thrown himself heartily into the defence of manly sports, and to have 
made a dead set at ail sorts of sentimentalism. This was especially 
the case on Tuesday night. In consequence, probably, of the cir- 
cumstance that, owing to the meeting of the new Parliament and 
the necersity for swearing in members within a given timo, 
there was no formal adjournment of the House over the Derby 
Day last year, Mr. Edwin James, with peculiar unction, but in cir- 
cumlocutory phrase, inquired if the practice was to be revived 
this year’ With marked buoyancy up jumpei the Premier, 
and, declining to mince matters, declared that on this of all 
occasions he would not fail to give the House its chartered holiday ; 
implying that he would be there himself, and hdping that all who 
loved, ‘racing and him” would be there to cheor him in the event 
of his winning. Then came his contemptuous ridicule of the puniness 
of Lord Haddo, which is very tempting, certainly, in that noble- 
man’s crueade against art-models, which said as plainly as possible 
‘* Be a man and do not whimper out any of 7 tea-drinking seusi- 
bilitics in an assembly of men of the world.” More pronounced, 
still, was that eulogy—it can be called nothing else—of the prize- 
ring which Lord Palmerston subsequently delivered, and in which he 
joked, and chuckled, and talked extravagances with a comic air of 

lief in them in a manner which was probably meant to show that 
he wes in tip-top health and spirits, ready for all comers, and 
quite alive to the fact that he would soon bo called on to show 
fight himself in the political arena. I[t was ali very amusing— 
in a certain sense, very wonderful; but from the point of view in 
which alone it ought to be looked at it was very unsatisfactory. To 
thinking men, who consider Parliament a place of serious business, 
and Miuisters of State a reproduction of those patres conscripti who 
controlled the old Roman senate by their gravity of demeanour as 
well as by their wisdom, it does seem an incongruity to witness 
the leading man of the realm playing fantastic tricks, aud descending 
to be a joker of jokes on each and every subject which comes before 
him. Others, again, who believe in political omens and portents 
think that they see symptoms of the same spirit which preceded, 
and afterwards became coincident with, Lord Palmerston’s fall from 
office in 1857. No doubt there is a tone of recklessness about him 
which may augur a foregone conclusion in his own mind. 

The Parliamentary events of the week, counting from the period 
at which these slight records last ended, has not m very striking 
or productive of features. Perbaps the most noticeable matter has 
been the extraordinary condition into which one of the Frida 
evening discussions on the adjournment to Monday was involv 
li is a fact that, owing to the rule that Ministers, toany one or each 
of whom half-a-dozen speech-preceded questions of that evening aro 
addressed, can only speak once, it constantly happens that four or 
five subjects are brought forward and discussed, occupying more or 
less time, when, suddenly, the list of interpellations to a particular 
Minister having been exhausted, up he rises, ony decidedly 
mal-apropos of the very last matter in d, and makes a 
speech touching subjects the dissertation on which had 
ceased hours before, to the infinite bewilderment of tho 
listeners, and to the double perplexity of the readors of 
the reports next morning. Take a specimen such as this. On one 
of these higgledy-piggledy evenings Mr. Roebuck brought forward 
the case of a Mr. Spitz Goldstein, and asked a question, about eight 
o'clock. The official to whom his observation was addressed was 
marked in the notice-paper to answer two or three othor questions 
which would have to come later and irregularly in their order ; and 
£0 the Spitz Goldstein affair dropped until a quarter to eleven, when 
Mr. Laing suddenly roso and began to deliver himse!f in that splut- 
tering manner which the name required, amidst the stares of those 
present, most of whom had - all about, and others had beard 
nothing of, this high-Dutch grievance. Well, Mr. Laing passed on 
to other things, and it was supposed that the great Spitz-Goldstein 
case had been disposed of, when lo! after all the desultory matter 
had been concluded, at the extraordinary hour of a quarter 
to twelve o'clock, up rose Lord Claude Hamiiton, who had not been 
able at the proper moment to catch the Speaker's eye, and, as he aad a 
right to do, once more brought up the German who had received some 
injury in connection with camels during the Crimean war, and who 
seems to bave been hovering ever since between Aleppo and 
Damascus because the B-itish Government would not pay him a 

certain sum of money. Bewilderment more intense, perplexity 





more perplexed, among the audience, as Lord Claude, with his strong 
voice, misplaced emphasis, and exuberance of gesture, thundered 
out sentences which, as far as could be understood by the majority 
of his hearers, related at the same time, in an extraordinary and 
unexplainable manner, to some il!-used contributor to the Zoological 
Gardens, to the flight of Mohammed from Mecca to Medin», and 
the conveyance of stores from Balaclava to the camp bsfore 
Sebastopol. The whole thing is absurd in the extreme, while the 
remedy for this inextricable confusion is so simple and obvious that 
one would have thought it would have occurred to any Speaker who 
had had three months’ experience in the chair of the House of 
Commons. Indeed, a partial attempt was made on a previous Friday 
to take the course we are about to suggest, and it was, as far as it 
went, quite successful. Let the Speaker, without regard to the order 
in which the questions stand on the paper, call on those members 
who have to interrogate a particular Minister in succession, until the 
last of the interpellations to him is exhausted, and then let that official 
riee and reply, and let that subject be dropped. That is to say, 
supposing there are three or four questions, to be accompanied by 
the talk which is legitimate on these occasions, set down to ba put to 
the Secretary for War, let the Speaker call on those particular mom- 
bers to whom those subjects belong one after the other, and, when 
they have all concluded, let the official reply be given, and that 
discussion put an end to. In this way, that which is at least an 
anomaly, and in practice is the most inconvenient mode of pro- 
ceeding—puzzling, and therefore unsatisfactory to every one who 
has anything to do with it—would be avoided, and something of 
that regularity, method, and intelligibility, which ought to be co- 
existent with the debates of the House of Commons, would be 
established on those evenings which the abuse of a custom and pre- 
cedent has converted into a sort of Parliamentary fight at non 
brook fair, where everybody is tumbled together, and everybody 
hitting out right and left, without reference to any particular fesliog 
or desire, except that of hitting itself.

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Monpay. 


The Selling and Hawking Goods on Sunday Bill, the Bankrup’ Law 
(Scotland) Amendment Biil, and the Public Improvements Bill pissed 
through Committee. 

The Common Lodging Houses (Ireland) Bill and the Bank of Ireland Bill 
were read a second time. 

The series of Bills for the Consolidation of the Criminal Law, which have 
been introduced by the Lord Chancellor, were read a third time and 


passed, 

The Exchequer Bills (£13,230,000) Bill and the Customs Bill were reada 
third time and 

Tae Guy-noats.—Lord Harpwicke moved for a return of all the vessels 
or gun-boats below 1000 tons burden built by contract since the year 1852, 
with the names and residences of the contractors of each vessel, showing 
at the same time the year of their construction, the price contracted for, 
together with their present condition as to seaworthiness.—The Dake of 
Somerset said there was no objection to grant the returns, as they were 
entirely similar to those already presented to the House of Commons, but 
it would be exceedingly difficult to afford accurate information as to the 
urseaworthiness of the whole of the vessels, as they were scattered over 
every quarter of the globe. He detailed the numbers at the various 
stations, the examinations of the gun and mortar boats which had already 
taken place, and the defective condition in which they were found, and 
communicated to the House information exactly similar to that given on 
Friday night by Lord C. Paget to the House of Commons. 

Roap across Hype Park.—The Earl of Ducie presented a petition urging 
the formation of a road between the districts lying north and south of Hyde 
Park.—Lord Esvry urged the formation of this road as a metropolitan 1m- 
provement for the relief of the streets.—Lord Lianover argued against the 

wesibility of carrying out great metropolitan improvements by means of 
ocal rates unless the special funds of the City of London were made appli- 
cable to the general purposes of those improvements. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Monnpay. 


Tue Queen's Binrapay.—In answer to Sir F. Smith, Lord Patmersron 
said that the House would not sit on Friday, as it was not usual to do so on 
the Queen's birthday. 

Tue Newspapers Conveyance Bit. —In answer to Mr. Baines, the 
Cuance.vor of the Excuequer stated his intention of not proceeding with 
this bill. 

RecrvitinG ror THE Pope.—In answer to Mr. A. Steuart, Mr. Carpwet 
said that the Irish Government intended to enforce the law relating to 
foreign enlistment in reference to proceedings in Ireland for enlisting sub- 
jects of the Queen for the Army of the Pope. 

Tne New Browze Comnace.—In answer to Mr. Black, the Caancettor 
of the Excuequer said that the Mint was not yet in poasession of the dies 
for the new bronze coinage, but a few weeks ouly would elapse before the 
issue took place. 

Wine Licenses.—Irrecutariry or Proceepinc —Lord Patmersron 
called attention to the irregularity which occurred on Thursday se’nnight, 
when a resolution agreed to ina Gommittee of Ways and Means had been 
reported ‘‘ forthwith,” instead of on a subsequent day; and he moved that 
the proceeding be null and void, and that the resolution be reported to- 
morrow. After a brief discussion the motion was agreed to. 


REFRESHMENT HOUSES AND WINE LICENSES BILL, 

The House went into Committee on this bill. 

In the course of the proceedings with the clauses, an animated discussion 
arose, raised by an amendment moved to the 24th clause by Mr. Batnes, 
the effect of which would be to keep the proposed refreshment-houses 
closed on Sunday instead of their being open durivug the same hours as 

ublic-houses and beershops. On a division, the amendment was rejected 

y 117 to 82, and the clause was agreed to. A'l the clauses in the bill were 
gone through, and several which had been postponed were brought up, 
discussed, and egreed to; but there still remained one or two to be dis- 
posed of when the chairman reported progress, and the House resumed, 

Nuisances REMOVAL AND Diseases Prevention Bitt —The House went 
into Committee on tbis bill, the object of which is to appoint local 
authorities in every place, under whose charge the health of the locality 
should be placed ; but on the first clause a motion was made to report pro- 
gress, and the House resumed. 

The Marriages (Extraparochial Places) Bill and the Malicious Injuries to 
Property Act Amendment Bill were read a third time and passed.

The Public Improvements Bill and the Common Lodging Houses (Ireland) 
passed through Committee.

Lushington to the Commissioner of the Nuddea District, dated 23rd 
October, 1859, and relating to the treatment of natives by European planters 
in India ; also, report of Mr. Reid to to the Lieutenant-Governor, referred 
to in the above-mentioned despatch ; and on presenting a petition from 
certain natives of India, praying for legal reforms and for their admission 
into higher offices of government than are now opened to thom—stated that 
the petitioners desired a Royal commission might be opened to inquire into 
the facts stated]in the petition. Hoe referred to the recall of Sir Charles 
Trevelyan, and exp’ his opinion that no other course could have been 
taken under the circumstancos. 

The Earl of ELLensorovon urged that the Goveraor-General in Council 
in India ought to have the power of passing measures without delay which 
they might think necessary ; and that there should be some body the 
opinion of which should be taken in reference to measures relating to the 
laws, customs, and religion of the natives. The noble Earl expressed 
strongly his regret at the loss of Sir C. Trevelyan’s services to India.

controverted a statement made by the mover, that there had been a greater 
number of honours given to Queen's than to Indian officers, the contrary 
being the fact. The excess in the number of companionships of the Bat 
was so great that it was necessary to wait for vacancies before any more 
were conferred. He declined to give the correspondence.—The motion was 
negatived. 

Tar Decayep Gun-noats.—Sir C. Napier moved for returns of the names 
of the gun and mortar boats with the short bolts and the numes of the 
builders, and of those now fit for service. In the course of his observations 
he stated that an American shipowner had told him that, from his personal 
knowledge, there could be turned out in Toulon in a fortnight a fleet of 
twenty sail of the line, and there could be collected 80,000 seamen and 
numerous transports in the same time.—Lord C. Pacer said that the 
Admiralty had no desire to screen the offending contractors; so far from 
that, before the defects in the gun-boats were known to the public, the 
Admiralty had taken steps to punish any persons against whom proof 
could be obtained. It would not be fair when this matter was sub judice 
to mention the names, as was asked ; nor was it possible to give a return 
of the boats fit for service.—In the course of dissussion which followed 
Lord PALMERSTON eaid the revelation of the names of the offending parties 
was only a question of the short time which would elapse before it was 
ascertained whether prosecutions could be instituted, in which case the 
greatest publicity would be given to the facts of the cases.—The motion 
was not preseed. 

Tue Recent Prize Ficut.—Lord Lovarse, in moving for correspondence 
between the Home Office and the directors of the South Eastern Railway 
Company relating to the conveyance of persons intending to commit a 
breach of the law, drew attention to the c.urse taken by the company on 
the occasion of the late prize-fight, and their complicity in the breach of 
the law which took place, urging that means ought to be taken t» prevent 
two or three thousand ruffians being thrown at any time into any quiet and 
respectable neighbourhood.—Lord PaLmerston, in granting the motion, 
protested against the exaggerations with which the motion had been intro- 
duced, which implied that three thousand banditti had committed all kinds 
of outrages in some unoffending neighbourhood. No doubt a prize-fight 
was technically illegal, but the persons who attended it were not necessarily 
engaged in promoting a breach of the peace, whatever differencs of opinion 
there might be as to the taste which led them to such an exhibition. He 
could not see that those persons were guilty of a more illegal act than a 
crowd which assembled to see a balloon ascent.—Lord Lovatne protested 
against the countenance given to prize-fights from the Treasury bench.— 
Remarks in the same sen'e were made by several hon meambers.—Colonel 
Dickson, however, vindicated Lord Palmerston’s love of manly sports, and 
highly eulogised the participators (especially the Englishman) in the late 
fight, and objected to legislation for putting down such pursuis. 

TENURE AND IMPROVEMENT OF LAND (IRELAND) Bitt.—On the motion 
for the second reading of this bill Sir J. Watsa moved its rejection.—Mr. 
Macuire expressed his desire that the bill should be passed, but in a much 
amended form.—Mr. Grorce also assented to the second reading, but with 
a view to its being altered in its future stages.—After addresses from Mr.

Tue Parer Duty.—Mr. Sransreip asked what the obligations of this 
country would be under the commercial treaty with France in reference to 
foreign paper in case the excise duty on paper were not repealed ?—The 
CuanceLior of the Excnequer said the rejection of the Paper Duty Repeal 
Bill by the House of Lords was an occurrence which it was not for him to 
anticipate. With regard to the duty on foreign paper the 7th article of 
the treaty ran thus :—“ Her Britannic Majesty promises to recommend to 
Parliament a rate of duty equal to the excise duty which is or shall be im- 
pored on articles of the same description in the United Kingdom. At the 
same time the duty charged on the importation of such merchandise ma: 
be augmented by such sums as may be equivalent to the expense whic 
the system of excise may entail upon the British produce.” He would not 
say what would be done in the event of the repeal of the paper duty, but 
the obligations of England under the treaty with France by the terms of 
the address agreed to by both Houses in case the excise duty on paper were 
not repealed were perfectly clear. If a duty of excise were levied upon 
paper, it was the obvious duty of England towards France to reduce the 
customs duties on foreign paper to the precise cost of the excise duty on 
paper made at home. 

SICILY. 

On the motion for the adjournment until Monday next, 

Hr. Hennessy called attention to the statement of the Solicitor General 
with reference to an advertisement in the Times for raising money to assist 
the —— in Sicily, and to a decision of the Court of Common Pleas 
as to the illegality of such a pro g. The hon. member remarked that 
a good deal of sympathy had been shown to General Garibaldi in this 
country, and it was necessary, therefore, that attention should be called to 
the fact (Cheers). He considered that the legal opinion given by one of the 
chief legal advisers of the Crown (the Solicitor-General) was an incorrect 
one, and that it had led to a violation of the law. The hon. gentleman 
referred to the — of Lord Lyndhurst and other legal authorities. 
Considering that the question was connected with the territorial arrange- 
ments of the Emperor of the French, and with certain despatches recently 
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sent forth by the Foreign Secretary, he believed that this filibustering 
“i should be stayed. 

e SoriciToR GENERAL said he did not believe that persons who paid 
subscriptions to such « fund were lable to an indictment in a criminal 
court. It was not for him to defend Garibaldi—all that he had to deal with 
being the dry point of law which he had adverted to. He did not give any 
opinicn as to the persons who had signed the advertisement, or the pu- 
lishers of the papers who had inserted it ; but he did not believe their con- 

duct amounted to an indictable offence. 

Mr. Wuiresipe differed from the Solicitor-General upon the question of 
law, and asserted that the parties subscribing to any fund in aid of the 
revolutionary views of the subjects of a Sovereign with whom we were on 
terms of amity were guilty of an illegal act, and could be indicted fora 
conspiracy. 

Mr. E. James concurred in that definition of the law, and thought the 
House was much indebted to Mr. Hennessy for bringing the question 
forward. The hon. member would add to the obligation if he brought the 
case of a certain party in the sister country before the House ior promotin. 
the enlistment of British subjects in a foreign service with a view o 
poate a people who were struggling for freedom against Papal 

espotism. 

The AtrorNEY-GENERAL admitted that the subscribers to the Garibaldi 
fund in this country were guilty of an illegal act, but doubted mach 
= there was any precedent for an indictment for conspiracy against 

em. 

Sir H. Carrns expressed his gratification at hearing from the Attorney- 
General that the act alluded to was in his opinion illegal, as much mischief 
might be occasioned if a different impression had gone abroad. He con- 
tended that the subscribers to this fund were guilty of a violation of the 
law of nations, and could, each and all of them, be indicted for conspiracy. 

Mr. Bovitt said the question was a most important one, for if this fund 
Were permitted the King of Naples might, without any formal declaration 
of war, immediately seize the property of British subjects. 

Mr. MonsEL wished to know what course the Government intended to 
take with respect to this subscription to aid an invasion upon the dominions 
of the King of Naples. He eul e ane intentions of the Pope, who 
‘was driven to raise a force to resist the threatened invasion of Garibaldi, 
who called upon Italy to drive the Pope out of that country. He asserted 
that there was no law forbidding enlistment in the army of a friendly 
Sovereign, which, on the part of officers, was a matter of everyday 
occurrence. 

In reply to Mr. Hope, the Atrorvey-Generat explained that he meant 
that no successful prosecution had been established against foreigners 
resident in this country, and the committee to the Garibaldi fund appeared 

to be composed of such. 

After a few words from Mr. Malins and Mr. Bows, 

Mr. B. Oszorne hoped that the Government would interfere and vindicate 
he complete non-intervention on the part of this country. It was a 
prevalent idea abroad that the success of Garibaldi in landing at Marsala 
‘was owing to the assistance of English vessels, and he thought that they 
} ey - | ad an authoritative exp tion of that statement without the 

elay. 

Lord J. Russet said that he had received a report from the Admiralty of 
the officer commanding the vessels at Marsala, by which it appeared that 
there was a considerable amount of English ne eae f in that place, and many 
British subjects residing there. Admiral Fanshawe sent two vessels there. 
Just as one of them arrive* wo merchant steamers, with Garibaldi and 
his force, and afterwards two Neapolitan frigates, which did not fire upon 
the men who were landing from the steamers, put into that port. Thereport 
did not say anything further, the commanding officer not being then aware 
of the rumour since raised ; but he stated that he declined to accede to a 
request to take possession of one of the merchant steamers which was 
abandoned ; andin so doing he acted properly. He also stated that, on 
being requested to call his officers from the town, he hoisted the signal at 
once. From this it did not appear that the Captain had exceeded his duty, 
and the request was, as usual, one of courtesy. With respect to the que3- 
tion of the subscribers to the Garibaldi fund in this country, a prosecution 
of the parties, according to the opinion of the law officers of the Crown, 
was not likely to be successful; but the enlistment in Ireland in support 
of the Pope was a breach of the Foreign Enlistment Act. 

Mr. Macurre eulogised the Government of the Pope, and complained that 
this ccuntry whilst pursuing a truckling policy towards France had con- 
nived at the acts of two kingly robbers in promoting rebellion and fostering 
discontent throughout Italy. 

Mr. Danpy Seymour expressed surprise at the speech of Lord John 
Russell, the whole tone of which was calculated to encourage General 
Garibaldi. 

Lord J. Russert said be had studiously avoided expressing any opinion 
upon Garibaldi’s expedition. 

The eubject then dropped.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


Sir W. C. Ross, R.A.: The will and codicil of Sir William Charles Ross, 
of Fitzroy-square, London, Tepe tng 4 to her Majesty, were proved in 
the Principal Registry, on the 14th of May, by John Wormald, Esq., and 
David Barclay Chapman, Esq., the two executors. Sir Edmund Filmer, 
Bart., since deceased, was also an executor. The personalty sworn under 
£25,000. It is quite a family disposition, with the exception of an annuity 
of £20 to Adeline Cull, a faithful attendant upon him for many years. 
There is an pod of £40 to the widow of his late brother John Ross. 
He leaves the residue of his poopety to be invested, and the interest given 
amongst the following members of his family who may survive him—viz., 
his father, his brother Hugh, and his two sisters Maria and Magdalene; 
and, on the demise of the last survivor of them, then the principal to be 
divided amongst his first and second cousins, as enumerated in his will, 
which bears date the 25th of August, 1348, and the codicil the 2nd of 
March, 1858. His death occurred on the 20th of January last, aged 66. 

Sir Charles Fairlie, Bart.: The will of Sir Charles Cuningham Fairlie, 
Bart., formerly residing at Clarges-street, Piccadilly, but late of 34, Thurloe- 
square, Brompton, was proved in London by his daughter Rosa Cuninghame, 
widow, the sole executrix, and to whom he has left the whole of his estates, 
both real and personal, absolutely. Sir Charles died on the Ist of June 
last, at the age of 79. The will bears date the 5th of July, 1855. 

Chief Justice Wylde: The will and codicil of the Hon. Sir John Wylde, 
Knt., D.C.L., late of Hopeville, Cape of Good Hope, Chief Justice of the 
colony, were administered to in London, un the 7th of May, by the Hon. 
William Field, the lawful attorney of the Hon. William Porter, her Majesty's 
Attorney-General at the Cape, Clarence Thos. Wylde, Esq., clerk to the 
Legislative Council, the son, and Edwd. Thomas Wylde, Esq., Assistant- 
Registrar of the Supreme Court, the nephew, alli residents of Cape Town, 
the execuiors. The personalty in England sworn under £7000. Sir John 
has left an annuity to his wife, and liberal bequests to his friends and 
acquaintance in the colony, and bequeaths to his faithful servar.t and nurse, 
who has been most devoted in her attention to him during a long illness, a 
sum of £120 or £150, as may be required, to purchase for her a residence, 
she having a dread of becoming houseless. He has appointed his children 
residuary legates—there were seven, three are dead, and their children are 
to take their deceased parents’ share. The will was made in 1356, the 
codicil in 1857. This venerable Judge had attained his seventy-ninth year.

It is a good sign of improving public taste when the high works 
of art are beginning to be the most attractive. For several seasons 
the ‘ Trovatore” and the ‘‘ Traviata” have engrossed the boards of 
both our Italian theatres. Not unfrequently one of those pieces was 
performed at both houses on the same evening. The present state 
of the opera-going public seems more healthy. The favourite operas 
at Her Majesty s Theatre, as well as at Covent Garden, ara “ Don 
Giovanni” and the “ Barbiere di Siviglia,” each a masterpiece of its 
class. They have been performed at both theatres to crowded and 
enthusiastic audiences ; and on Thursday night (when the Queen 
honoured Her Majesty's Theatre with her presence) the performance 
consisted _of “ Don Giovanni,” while the same opera was likewise 
given at Covent Garden. Mozart's great masterpiece is well got up 
and performed at both theatres. At her Majesty’s the hero is per- 
sonated by Everardi; at the Royal Italian Opera by Mario. oth 

erformers look and act the part well, though io has the advantage 
in the easy and aristocratic bearing which belongs to the high-born 
Spanish gentleman. On the other hand, however, Everardi has the 
advantage in a musical point of view. His fine baritone voica is 
perfectly suited to the music, which he sings with perfect purity ; 
while Mario, in order to accommodate the music to his tenor voice, 
takes liberties with the text which no one who has a due respect for 
Mozart can tolerate. At each house there is a magnificent Donna 
Anna—Grisi at Covent Garden, and Titiens at Her Majesty's; and 
the representatives of Zerlina at both houses—Borghi-Mamo at the 
one and Penco at the other—are evenly balanced, being equall 
charming. The Covent Garden Elvira bas all the advantage, Csillag’s 
performance of the part being of incomparable excellence; while the 
same theatre has likewise the advantage in the part of Leporello, in 
which Ronconi has no rival. 

_ We have already noticed the performance of the “ Barbiere di 
Siviglia” at the Royal Italian Opera. On Tuesday last it was pro- 
duced at Her Majesty’s Theatre, when Borghi-Mamo sustained the 
part of Rose in a manner which excited the enthusiasm of the 
audience. Her performance was most delightful ; her acting was 
full of spirit, mingled with grace and delicacy, while its charm was 
heightened by the beauty of her voice and the exquisite finish and 
brilliancy of her singing. Everardi was an excellent Figaro— 
humorous without buffoonery ; and the remaining parts—A/maviva, 
Bartholo, and Basilio, were respectively filled by Belart, 8. Ronconi, 
(brother of the Ronconi), and Vialetti. 

The fifth subscription concert of the Vocat ASsOcraTron, at 
St. James’s Hall, on Wednesday evening, under the direction of Mr. 
Benedict, was one of the most brilliant performances which have 
been given by this society, The chief portion of the entertainment 
consisted of vocal part-music, sung by an excellent choir of two 
hundred voices; among these was Reichardt’s ‘‘ Misericordia 
Domini,” a motet for a double choir; Mendelssohn's part-song 
“Departure,” and Benedict's part-song “Home, Sweet Home.” 
Benedict's trio for female voices, ‘‘ Homeward Bound,” was charm- 
ingly sung by twelve ladies, members of the Vocal Association. 
Several favourite opera-songs were sung by Mongini, Everardi, Mille. 
Vaneri, and Mdlle. Brunetti. Mdme. Goldberg-Strozzi sang an aria 
composed by M. Goldberg, a very beautiful melody, charmingly 
sung, and most warmly applauded. Several excellent pianoforte 
performances, by Mr. J. F. Barnett—particularly Bach's fuge in C 
sharp major, and Chopin’s polonaise in A flat—gave additional variety 
to this very interesting concert. 

On Wednesday there was another monster concert at the 
CRYSTAL PaLace. It was the annual performance of the Tonic 
Sol-fa Association. The singers wore a choir of five thousand voicos 
(4000 children and 1000 adults), collected from the numerous schools 
in and adjoining the metropolis is which vocal music is taught 
according to the Tonic Sol-fa system. The concert consisted of a 
selection of choral pieces, sacred and secular, calculated for such an 
occasion, and sung in a manner which certainly did credit to the 
youthful pupils and their instructors. Though the weather was 
unfavourable, there was an immense concourse of visitors, by whom 
the performances were vehemently applauded.

Apetrnt.—On Monday Mr. and Mrs, Wigan reappeared, and a 
new piece was produced under the title of ‘‘ It’s an Ill Wind that 
Blows Nobody Good.” It is an adaptation by Mr. John Oxenford of 
a French drama by MM. D’Ennery and H. Crémieux, called ‘‘ Le 
Savetier de la Rue Quincampoix,” but it is thoroughly Anglicised, 
and made to relate to the South Sea Bubble, in which aco»ler 
residing near the Royal Exchange is represented as being interested. 
Simon Strap (Mr. Wigan) has invested his savings, amounting to five 
pounds ten shillings and sixpence, in South Sea Stock, which sum, 
in consequence of a blunder of his man //an/:(Mr. Toole), is mistaken 
for £5106—and it turns up for a time to be, in the shape of South Sea 
shares, of ten times that value. This piece of good luck, however, 
falls to Strap at a time when he cares little for money, his mind being 
engaged in an affair which has caused the wreck of his cherished 
happiness. He has had charge of a female child who, at the date of 
the drama (1720), is only twelve years younger than himself, and yet 
who passes for his daughter. Circumstances occur at the opening of 
the play to disturb this supposed relation; and Strap, in his great 
love for the girl, proposes to become her husband. A itty (Miss Sims) 
is then compelled to avow her engagement with Mr. Selwyn, ayoung 
surgeon (Mr. Billington),—a discovery which almost breaks the heart 
of poor Strap. What, then, is to him fifty thousand pounds, or any 
sum? One of the shares, worth a thousand pou, he gives to 
Selwyn, who realizes it at once: the rest remain in his own 
hands fatally unused until the explosion of the Bubble. Mean- 
while a fearful struggle takes place—Xitty, whom Strap had 
at first received from the arms of a murdered woman, turns 
out to be the daughter of Sir George Radcliffe, a Jacobite, 
who, though really dead, is simulated by the villain (Mr. Stuart), who 
murdered her nurse, and who now passes himself off as her father 
in order to get possession of an investment of £50,000, which Sir 
George had made for his daughter’s benefit. His plan is to marry 
her to a profligate, Sir Geoffrey Blaize, and divide the plunder ; but 
in this he is ultimately defeated by the generous and courageous 
cobbler. A letter of Sir George Radcliffe in his possession speaks of 
the writer as a proscribed traitor, whom any man may legally slay ; 
whereupon Strap constitutes himself the pretender’s executioner, 
and, by threatening his life, extorts from him a renunciation of his 
claim, which is shortly followed by a confession of his guilt. The 
mother of Kitty, who, after her husband’s flight, had married a 
citizen of London and is now Lady Mayoress, is also introduced, as 
secking to make compensation to the cobbler for a favourite magpie 
which a lapdog of hers had killed, and is thus brought into contact 
with her daughter and the pretended Sir George, whom she at once 
denounces as an impostor, but is prevented from publicly doing so 
in consequence of hersecond marriage. The situations of this drama, 
which is constructed in three acts, afford some excellent oppor- 
tunities for Mr. Wigan, who personates the homely sorrow and 
manly determination of the honest cobbler with much natural 
emotion, and gives an air of reality to the scene which interests the 
audience. The humour, too, of the part of Hank, affords scope for 
Mr. Toole’s quaint style, and produced rounds of applause. The 
curtain fell on a decided success.

Fatat Cotirery Exprroston.—An explosion, attended with 
loss of life, took place last Saturday | in one of the pits of Messrs. 
Aston and Grazebook, at Gospel Oak, near Wednesbury, Staffordshire. For 
some time previously it had been known that one of the workings con- 
tained “‘ firedamp,” and precautions were adopted to avert the mischioef 
which it threatened. On the morning in question, however, a collier, 
pamed Cadman, observed that the water which had run along a hollow 
dividing the safe from the unsafe portion of the pit was rapidly draining off, 
and knowing that the dreadful enemy would rush in he immediately ex- 
tinguished the light which he carried, as did also or two other men in his 
vicinity. Cadman also ran along the workings, a distance of twenty or 
thirty yards, and shouted to a man named Ward to put out his candle; but 
the latter, from some cause or other, failed to obey the warning, and the 
accident ensued. Fortunately there were only four men in the pit at the 
time, or the consequences would have been still more disastrous. Calman 
was severely burnt about the head and face, but hopes of his recovery are 
entertained. His brother was so much injured that he expired on Sunday 
morning, leaving a widow and six children. Their two companions wero 
also much burnt, and one of them is not expected tosurvive. Aman anda 
girl, who were standing at the top of the shaft, which is 160 yards in depth, 
were blown into the air, but escaped falling down the pit. They were 
seriously bi uised, and the latter received a compound fracture of the leg.

The bayonets used at that time were 
about a foot long. with handles of wood about the same 
length as the blade, and ay owe fitted into the muzzle 
after the manner of a plug. © pike, however, continued 
to remain in use even after the introduction of its rival until 
1703, when, Vaubon deciding against it, it was laid aside. 
Soon after this it was discovered that the circumstance of 
having to withdraw the bayonet from the muzzle of the 
musket was a drawback to its utility, and a socket to fit on 
round the top of the barrel was invented, thus enabling

A strongly conservative tendency seemed to exist in 
the minds of military men as regarded the bayonet, 


because for more than a century after the invention of the | 


socket no improvement was ever attempted in the way 
of a mechanical contrivance, a spring, or even a screw to 
secure it in its place, and during all the period of the 
great European wars following the first French Revolution 
the fixing of the bayonet was of so primitive a con- 


struction that very little force was necessary to pull it | 


off ; and although military writers had from time to time 
suggested the necessity of a theory of attack and defence, 
as applied to the exercises of the bayonet, it was not for 
ten years after the general peace that it was reduced to a 
system. A Saxon Captain von Selminitz has the merit of 
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developing tt¢ various suggestions in a systematic treatise, pub- 
lished at Dresden in 1825, with plates. 

A comparison of the several systems at present in use in the 
European armies, although differing considerably in many points, are 
easily traceable to the system perfected by Captain Selminitz, and 
the departures from his movements evidences, to a considerable 
extent, the peculiar physical attributes of the various countries. 

Our present Engraving is taken from the authorised manual for 
the French Army—“ Escrime & la Bayonette,” by Captain Chatin. 

In the Engraving already published in the ILLUSTRATED LONDON 
aoe of bw English a mie it bane h ol eas 
much greater simplicity is observed, both as the poses of the 
pn and their number. According to the opinion of English 
officers the art of attack and defence with the bayonet is not exactly 
a fencing match, and it is perfectly useless to incumber the memory 
of the soldier with a complexity of attitudes which he would never 
by ibility think of using in actual warfare. 

e technicals used in the bayonet exercise are the same as those 
used in fencing—viz., Prime, Carte, and Tierce. Prime is when the 
hands are raised above the head and the point of the bayonet is 
directed about eight inches to the left. Carte is when the hands are 
ina line with the right breast and the point of the bayonet is directed 
towards the left. Tierceis when the hands are in a line with the right 
breast and the point of the bayonet is directed towards the right. 

Figures 1 and 2 represent what, according to the English 

ractice, is given in one pose—as Guard ; Fig. 3, Tierce Parry; 
Fig. 4, Carte Parry ; Fig. 5, Prime Parry; Fig. 6, Second Parry ; 
Fig. 7, Parry with Butt. This is a movement of great utility. The 
adversary thrusts at the body, when, by a dexterous jerk of the 
butt, his bayonet is thrown to the right; and, by the man acting on 
the defensive, throwing his rifle forward at the same time, as we 
have shown in the centre subject representing two figures 
he not only parries the thrust, but comes down with the sharp 
edge of his sword bayonet on his opponent’s head. Figures 
8 and 9, Parry for body and head; the latter is understood 
in the English exercise as Prime Parry. Fig. 10, aa Arms, is the 
same as Straight Pointin the English practice. Fig. 11, Glisse Arme. 
The hand is drawn back to give a greater impetus to the thrust. 
Fig 12, Lance Point, first motion. Fig. 13, Second Motion. Lance 

int is the same in the French exercise as it is in the English. 
‘ig. 14, Point, used as a thrust at the breast of a dismounted horse- 
man, or at the chest of a horse. Fig. 15, Point. Fig. 17, Parry 
and Lunge ; or, according to the English practice, parry and point. 
Fig. 18, Guard—from a sabre-cut. Fig. 19, Coup de Mélée. This 
movement is used only as an exercise. Fig. 23, Shorten Arms—a 
very weak and inefficient substitute for the English shorten. 
Fig. 21, Butt Blow. In this movement—a highly fantastic one, by- 
the-by—the rifle is thrown smartly forward in order to strike tho 
adversary in the stomach ; it is then drawn back with the left hand, 
which remains eight inches from the chest ; the rifle is then twirled 
rapidly round so as to strike his opponent in the stomach with the but ; 
then, by giving the weapon aseesaw motion, itis brought rapidly round 
so as to knock his opponent over the head with the barrel and mount- 
ings, The invention of this movementis certainly rather complimentary 
to the powers of endurance possessed by the enemies of France. 
Figures 22 and 23 are merely presenting arms. The movement of 
the centre figures 16 is described in the movement of figure 7. 

The observations with reference to the attack and defence of 
infantry against cavalry in our description of the English bayonet 
exercise apply equally in the present instance; and we would most 
strongly impress on the minds of our volunteers that, if they con- 
template the possibility of ever coming face to face with an enemy, 
they cannot overestimate the necessity of unremitting practice with 
the bayonet. Riflemen do not, nor is it intended that they should, 
always fight in ambush, They are in continual danger of being 
cut off by cavalry; and, unless they have previously well prastised 
themselves, not only in forming rallying squares, but in contending 
individually with horsemen, they will find themselves rather taken 
aback when a French cuirassier cuts six, or a lancer comes down 
with his figure of eight,

EXTRAORDINARY ACCIDENT AT REIGATE. 


On the morning of Wednesday week the inhabitants of Reigate 
were alarmed by a loud report, which at first was believed to be the 
shock of an earthquake, but it was soon ascertained that it arose from 
a large sand cave belonging to the premises of the Red Cross Inn 
having fallen in. Over this cave there were erected several cottages, 
and five of these, or at least portions of them, fell in with the cave, 
and ten others appeared to be hanging as it were by a mere thread. 
The escape of the persons (twenty-three in number) who resided in 
the cottages was marvellous. The bedsteads in four of the cottages 
were partly hanging over the chasm, and in one of them a poor 
woman was lying very ill, her medical attendant having ‘just left her. 
She was taken out of the front window. The inhabitants of the 
adjoining cottages very soon cleared out. The inhabitants of Reigate 
have wy kindly got up a subscription in aid of the poor people who 
have their furniture destroyed by this singular accident. 


THE LIME LIGHT ON WESTMINSTER-BRIDGE. 


For the past few weeks the completed 
Westminster-bridge has been lighted by the new lime light, 
and has presented a brilliant a nce, There are ten 
lights on the bridge—about one-third of the number of the 
old gas-lights. The light is of a pure white colour and 
ot dazzling brilliancy, making all the old gas-burners in the 
proximity appear as dull as though they were burning in the bright 
sunlight. It was to this description of light that Professor 
Faraday referred when he stated it was so intense that it could 
be distinctly seen for a distance of ninety-five miles, and the cor- 
rectness of this statement was verified during the ordnance survey 
of Scotland, when one of these lights, placed as a station mark on 
the top of Ben Lomond, was distinctly seen at the Knock Layd, 
between 90 and 100 miles distant. A single jet of the lime light of 
medium size is equivalent to 40 argand, or 80 fish-tail gas-burners, 
or to 400 wax candles; and its intensity and brilliancy may be in- 
creased by augmenting the quantity of gue oupelield. As com- 
pared with the illuminating power of common gas, a single jet, 
consuming four cubic feet of the mixed gases of hydrogen and 
oxygen, is said to be equal in illuminating power to that obtained 
from 400 ft. of ordinary gas. The mode in which the light is produced 
is by the combustion of lime under the great heat caused by the flame 
of the mixed gases. A stream of common gas, which is used instead 
of pure hydrogen, is conducted through one pipe, and a supply of 
oxygen is sent through a second one, each being attached to separate 
gasholders. These pipes terminate near the lamp in one single tube, 
where the gases are allowed to mix in their way through a curved jet 
to what may be called the wick of the lamp, which is simply a lump 
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of lime held in close proximity to the mouth of the curved tube by a 


piece of metal. In lighting the lamp the first step is to direct the

metel calcium in the lime under the great heat of the hydrogen flame. 
When the lime is in this state the oxygen is turned on, and instantly 


the bright white light is produced, which will coatinue as long as the 
wick” rema'ns unconsumed.

Tne reduction in the minimum rate of disc »unt by the Directors of the Bink 
of England last week has not been fullowed by a corresponding decline out 
of doors.

A)l Home Securities have continued flat during the greater portion of the 
week, and prices have had a drooping tendency. arising from the contiaued 
complications in the affairs of Ttaty, the stated designs of Russia upon 
Turkey, and the heaviness on the Paris Bourse. 

Notwithstanding that most of the foreign exchanges are favoura)le to this 
country, several parcels of gold recently imported have changed hands for 
the Continent ; hence the quantity sold to the Bank has been somewhat 
limited—viz., £12,000. The arrivals have excceded £350,000, chiefly from 
Australia and New York. About £5300 in silver has been sent to the West 
ee, and about £300,000 will be forwarded to the East by the next 


cket.

RICHARD WAGNER. 


WE confess ourselves admirers of German music, and consequently 
of German composers. The works of Beethoven, Meyerbeer, and 
Mendelssohn seem to us to the solid beauties of that glorious 
harmony which has contributed so greatly to the progress of 
humanity and civilisation. There is often, bowever, so much 
seriousness in the motives of the compositions of the best German 
masters that the traces of their thoughtful labours remain impressed 
upon their features, as witness the case of Henri Litolff, whore like- 
ness we gave in a former Number, as well as that of Richard 
Wagner, a Portrait of whom appears in our Impression of to-day. 
On looking at the latter the evidence of his nationality is easily re- 
cognisable, with all the additional marks of genius, firmness, ardour, 
confidence, and intelligence. Wagner's high forebead, pale com- 
plexion, and thin lips are but the material expression of his intellectual 
nature; but his entire countenance bears the impress of severe 
study, and of the emotions to which his musical struggles as an 
innovator have given 

R'chard Wagner was born at Leipsic in May, 1813. He studied at 
Dresden, and devoted his attention ee apr J to literature and 
music, but the “‘ heavenly maid” triumphed at length, and the sub- 
ject of our notice made his début as an artist in the capacity of chapel- 
master 





opera of “ Rienzi,” which was performed at Dresden 
in 1841, While in the French capital, where he lived in comparative 
seclusion, he contributed several articles to the Gazette Musicale. He 
shortly afterwards wrote an overture to Goethe's “ Faust, and sub- 
sequently com the libretto and music of ‘“‘ Tannbiiuser, which 
was need in 1845, and is generally considered his principal work. 
' r the political events witnessed at Dresden in 1849, Herr 
Wagner, who had taken an active part in them, was exiled from his 
native country, and went to Zurich, where he was received with rr 
cordiality, and was immediately invested with the direction of the 
musical society and the orchestra of the theatre of the Swiss capital. 
Here he i 1 iderably the list of his operatic compositions 
anda musical criticisms, which were of a nature to raise up against 
him a host of opponents; so that the critics have since been 
divided into two camps—the pro-Wagners and the anti- Wagners ; 
even the celebrated Liszt, whose mildness of character is as remark- 
able as his harmonious talent, has descended into the arena to defend 
the a advocated by Richard Wagner, principles looked upon 
by some able judges as the mere eccentricities of a powerful imagi- 
nation, and by as the evidence of a genius hitherto unknown 
in musical rities. 

The Portrait of Herr Wagner will be familiar to such of our readers 
as were t at the series of concerts given by the maestro in 
London in 1855, and which ited great tion at the time. On 
the 24th of January last he presided over the performance of a 
selection from his works at the Salle Ventadour in Paris, to which 
the pros and cons flocked in considerable numbers. The opinions of 
the musical critics still remain divided as to the style and principles 
of Wagner's compositions ; but all agree in admiring the boldness of 
his views and the persevering energy of his nature in the pursuit of 
what he believes to be the true basis and correct demonstration of 
the harmonious attributes of the Muse of “early Greece,” and, 
indeed, of all time. As he is still comparatively young, we hope 
that he — 24 succeed in producing some work of such excellence 
as to convert to his principles those who have hitherto been but 
admiring sceptics. 














OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 





MARY DOWAGER COUNTESS OF STRATHMORE. 

Tue Right Hon. Mary, Dowager Countess of Strathmore and Kinghorn, 
and Baroness Bowes, who died on the 5th inst., was the daughter of 
J. Milner, Eeg., of Staindrop, in the county of Durham; and was married, 
the 2nd of July, 1820, to John, tenth Earl of Strathmore and Kinghorn by 
descent, and 5 eon wes by creation. The Earl died the day after the 
marriage, when his English z< Bowes became extinct, and his other 
honours devolved on his brother Thomas, the eleventh Earl, grandfather of 
Thomas George, the twelfth and t Earl. The Countess of Strathmore 
was married, secondly, the 6th of March, 1831, to the Right Hon. William 
Hutt, Paymaster-General, and M.P. for Gateshead. 





SIR CHARLES BARRY. 
Ts distinguished architect was the son of Walter Edward Barry, -, of 
Westminster, and was born there in 1795. After an education Meee th 
private schools, and close application to the study of architecture, in- 
cluding the usual architectural tour on the Continent, Barry d 
his essional career in London, and soon established his reputation. 
Public attention was early attracted to the grace and finish of the structures 
he erected, and especially to those of his favourite Italian le. His 
Travellers’ clubhouse, built in 1832, in Pall-mall, with a beautiful front on 
Carlton-terrace, excited t admiration. His fame was, however, con- 
siderably enhanced by subsequent work, the magnificent Reform 
Clubhouse, which, despite of all later competitive constructions, still 
bears the palm among edifices of this description. The Reform Club 
was completed in 1839 ; but in 1836 Barry had been selected as the architect 
of the new Houses of Parliament, and the first stone of them was laid on 
the 27th of April, 1840. Barry's whole existence had now become one of 
incessant occupation and indefatigable labour, which were only to cease 
with hisdeath. His public and private buildings have been most numerous. 
Among the former may be mentioned St. Peter’s Church, Brighton, a 
church at Islington, King Edward's Grammar School, and a chapel at 
Birmingham; the new buildings at Oxford, and the Atheneum at 
Man Amo: his pal private mansions are the Earl of 
Tankerville's villa, at Walton-on-Thames ; Bridgewater House, in the Green 
Park; and the Duke of Sutherland's two seats—viz., Trentham, Stafford- 
shire; and Clicfden House, Maidenhead, splendidly reconstructed on the

A JOURNEY FROM GOTTENBURG TO STOCKHOLM. 
(By our Special Artist and Correspondent.) 

I arriveD at Gottenburg op Monday, after a fine passage from Hull, 
and soon heard that there were two Englishmen also bound for Stock- 
holm. I called on the English Consul, and on a minister of the 
English church, who went with me to pay a visit to the English 
men, who I was glad to find had decided to leave Gottenburg next 
morning and try, if possible, to get to Stockholm in time for the 
coronation—a journey that people in Gottenburg seemed to consider 
impossible to be done in the time. Next morning, at seven, we were 
at the railway station, which is a handsome building, and were 
seated in a comfortable second-class carriage with cushions. I was 
rather astonished at the number of fur cloaks, fur boots, rugs, &ec., 
that my companions had. Before midnight I found out the use of 
them. Our railway journey was most pleasantly made, the scenery 
in parts being very beautiful and truly rural, with much rock and 
water. There were many curious costumes amongst the men and 
women on the platforms at the railway stations. At two o’clock 
we arrived at Torreboda, and then a sample of Swedish travel 
was met with. We had to hire a kind of vehicle somewhat 
between a gig and a cart. ne of the Englishmen drove me and 
a boy drove the other. Nothing very particular occurred the 
first stage, save an impression that springs would have been an 
improvement. At the next changing-place we three were put 
into a four-wheeled waggon with two seats, and as we had much 
luggage we had to put our legs in all kinds of queer positions as 
we jolted on at a rattling pace up hill anddown. Often our way 
lay through large forests of fir. In many parts the snow still lay in 
large patches and at the sides of the roads, whilst in places the 
roads were in a complete state of sludge. Evening came on, and I 
envied my companions their fur cloaks, boots, and rugs, one of which 
was placed at my disposal. The drivers went a stage—two Swedish 
or twelve En, lish miles—and at each station both carts and horses 
were changed, an operation which generally occupied an hour. Just 
before dark, trotting briskly down a hill, we met another waggon. 
Some words were ex between the drivers, who stopped the 
waggons, and then coolly proceeded to shift the passengers and lug- 
gage to the other waggon. It was curious on arriving at the stations 
to find all in darkness ; however, after divers raps, somebody turned 
out, and then went in quest of horses which the peasants are 
bound to furnish. At the last place at which we changed our waggons 
it was twenty minutes to five before we started fo- Orebro, from 
which town the train left for Arboga at seven. Three hours are 
allowed by the law to make the journey, and it seemed doubtful 
if we should catch the train. An offer of afew pence to the driver if he 
caught the train, and no end of penalties if he lost it, made him 
drive very fast, and a single very od in a gig before us also trying 
for the train made our horses go at the top of their speed ; and when 
we stopped half-way to have the horses fed it seemed as if the 
chances were in favour of our catching the train. By-the-way, the 
horses were not regaled with hay or corn, but a coarse kind of cake 
made of oats and bran. At half-past six we were in sight of Orebro, 
and rattled over the rough pavement of the town, past groups of 
peasants at the market, and arrived safe at the station at twenty 
minutes to seven, happy to think our night’s work had not been in 
vain. The comfortable first-class carriage soon made me oblivious 
of the scenery. At 8.20 we arrived at Arboga, The train ran 
down to the stage alongside of which the steamer was — We 
and our lug were soon on board. After a rapid passage through 
a succession of lakes, we arrived at Stockholm about five o'clock, 
and, having got our luggage an¢ selves safely housed, proceeded to 
make arrangements for viewing the important ceremony on the 
morrow.

CORONATION OF THE KING AND QUEEN OF SWEDEN AND Norway. 
A letter from Stockholm of the 3rd says :—The coronation of the — took 
lace to-day with great a. At ten o'clock the Royal cortége left the 
Palace under a salute of artillery. The procession was headed by and 
heralds on horseback, followed by the Swedish and Norwegian & itaries 
of the Court, the deputation of the Storthing, the members of the Swedish 
Diet, and the Council of State. Next came the Marshal of the kingdom, 
followed by high functionaries carrying the ~e mantle and other insignia 
of the Crown. His Majesty followed immediately after on horseback, and 
wearing the mantle and coronet to which he was entitled as a Prince of the 
blood. By his Majesty’s side was the Minister of State for Norway, and 
behind him were aides-de-camp, and a number of the officers of his 
household. Next came Prince Oscar, and Prince Augustus, the King’s 
brothers, followed by the officers of their respective households, and by a 
number of Knights of the Seraphim and other orders, deputations from the 
army and the fleet, civil functionaries, private citizens, &c. The third part 
of the cortége was formed by the Court of the Queen. Her Majesty was in 
a state-carriage, drawn by eight horses ; the Duchess Oscar and the Princess 
Eugenie followed in other carriages. At the entrance of the church the King 
was received by the Archbishop of Upsal, assisted by all the bishops in ful 
pontifical costume. The Archbishop addressed to the King the words, 
** Beatus ille qui venit in nomine Domini.” After the sacred hymns and 
prayer the Archbishop delivered a short appropriate address. The King 
afterwards advanced towards the altar, deposited his mantle and coronet of 
Prince, and put on the Royal crown and mantle, and then, placing himself 
on his knees, with his hand on the New Testament, repeated after the 
Minister of Justice the coronation oath. The Archbishop then proceeded to 
the unction, and afterwards, assisted by the Minister of Justice, placed the 
crown on his Majesty’s head, and handed to him the different insignia of 
Royalty, globe, e, &c. The herald then, advancing to the side of the 
King, crled out in a loud voice, ‘Charles XV. is crowned King of the 
countries of Sweden and of the Goths, and of the other provinces under his 
rule. It is he and no other.” A salute of cannon announced this of 
the proceeding to the public. The same ceremony was repeated for the 
Queen. The Princes and Ministers then advanced towards the throne to 
take the oath of fidelity, and after the final hymn the procession was again 
formed, and returned to the palace in the same order as it came from it. 


Tue Income Tax: Important TO THE CoMMERCIAL WoRLD.— 
Some time since an information was filed by the Attorney-General against 
a Mr. Sulley for the nominal purpose of recovering a penalty against him 
for refueing to make a proper return of his income, but for the real purpose 
of trying the question whether a partner resident in this country, ina 
foreign , but not selling in the United Kingdom, was liable to pay 
income tax upon the whole S come of the firm, or only upon his share as a 
partner. It _— that Mr. Sulley was a partner in the American firm 

rge, and Co., whose chief establishment was at New York, 

but baving branches in several of the capitals of Europe. Mr. Sulley’s 
business here was simply that of a buyer, and, although he possessed ware- 
houses and a counting-house at Nottingham, they were merely used for the 
purpose of receiving the purchased g until they were shi for 
America, where they were sold. The branch establishments in the other 
European countries were occupied in the same manner—in panes the 
manufactured goods produeed in such country, and sending them to 
America for sale. Thus an immense business was carried on, the profits of 
which were stated to amount to £10,000 a year, only a portion of which 
was derived from the sale of the goods purchased in this country. It was 
sought to compel Mr. Sulley, as a resident merchant in the United King- 
dom, to make a return of the whole income of the firm, and to pe income 
tax thereon, on the ground that he came within the meaning o the words 
of the 16 and 17 Vict. c. 34, sec. 2, schedule D, which enacted that duties 
should be payable upon incomes derived from the trade carried on in any 
of the world by an m resident in the United Kingdom, and that 
uties should be payable in respect of incomes derived from trade in the 
United Kingdom whether the person was resident in the United Kingdom 
or elsewhere. It was contended, on behalf of the Crown, that the above 
facts showed a trade being carried on in the United Kingdom and elsewhere 
by a firm, one of whose partners was resident in England, and that, there- 
fore, their income was liable to taxation. The Court of Exchequer decided 
in favour of the Crown, but the decision was reversed, on Friday, in the 
Exchequer Chambers. Lord Chief Justice Cockburn maintained—and he 
was supported in his opinion by Mr. Justice Crompton, Mr. Justice Williams, 
Mr. Justice Willes, Mr. Justice Byles, and Mr. Justice Blackburn—that the 
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profits of the defendant's firm did not accrue in this country, neither did 
they form a on of the income of this country. They accrued in 
America, and formed a portion of the income of America. e defendant 


merely — the position of an agent, and, as such, he was not, in his 
opinion, liable.

PLENTIFUL showers of rain, which came down o i 
force tha‘ at one time the blossoms of the ap Ny Ben Bag Se 
minent peril, along with a much milder state - atmosphere, have sent 
crops of all kinds wonderful ap leng.

Taking it alto- 
ther it has been one of the worst and most expensive seasons to 
a that has occurred fora long time. Still, the uses of adversity 
may be sweet, as nota few have been led to consider the ity much 
more seriously of economising, and using different modes of pre ing 
food for cattle, to — their being again left in the lurch wi only 
scanty supplies of foreign hay to ward off absolute starvation. 
Rather a hot meeting of the Royal Agricultural Society is expected 
on Tuesday next, as there is a — impression afloat, from sundry 
recent events, that the spirit of jobbery is showing a very bold front 
at the Council Board, and that the society is becoming and less 
each year a parliament of practical agriculturists, The proposed 
‘* house list” is a sore point, and the leading implement-makers 
have also taken offence, and decline to exhibit at Canterbury. The 
society has been the means of bringing many of the latter into 
public notice in their humble days, and now that they are inde- 
pendent of it, they lift up their heel against the power which made 
them. To tell the truth, their absence will be no loss, as scarcely 
any one cares for the implement trials. They put the society to a 
great expense, and merely use the yard as a sale mart, by bringing 
scores of articles which are very remotely connected with agriculture, 
and they rey ever satisfied with the decisions, on account of 
their exceeding jealousy towards each other. On their side they 
maintain thatthe judges areincompetent, and merely “strut about a 
little,” with thei minds made up from the first; and one of 
them goes so far as to print that, very recently, amid other judicial 
eccentricities, a prize was awarded to a machine which was not even 


tried. 

& The system of wheat-growing by the Rev. Mr. Smith, of Lois Weedon, 
has undergone a very full discussion at the Farmers’ Club, where it 
was made the subject of a paper by Mr. Clarke, of Long Sutton. It 
seems that the wheat is drilled in triple rows, the spaces being ten 
inches each, and the ‘‘intervals” forty inches, so that from the 
middle of one stripe to the middle of the next is five feet. ‘The 
next year’s crop is sown upon the fallowed ‘‘intervals,” and the 
stubble stripes fallowed in turn, so that instead of being a system of 
wheat after wheat it is in reality an alternate course of “ dead 
fallow and wheat.” By interspersing the stripes of fallow between the 
stripes of corn, the tillage operations of the fallow stimulate and 
support the growth of the corn. ‘I could tell,” says its chronicler, 
** of winter beans in single rows five feet apart, branching so as to meet 
across the intervals, with stalks bearing forty or fifty pods each, and 
yielding over six quarters per acre ; while in the fallow spaces between 
were rai eight or nine tons of carrots besides. could tell of 
twenty-seven tons peracre of sweedes, also grown in single rows five 
feet apart, with their leaves touching across theintervals, and their bulbs 
flattening each other's sides, though singled with a 12-inch hoe— of pro- 
digious weights of mangold wurtzel, and enormous drumhead cabbages 
40lbs. in weight, cultivated with the same wide spaces. For the inter- 
cultural tillage is indeed a marvellous promoter of the growth of vegeta- 
tion, the trenching being deep, as well asthe manuring heavy, farmyard 
dung being buried fifteen inches below the surface, and artificials 
plentifully supplied. And latterly Mr. Smith has placed the manure 
along the middle of the fallow intervals, two feet and a half from 
the rows of plants which are to profit by it when they have matured 
their growth, and spread out their network of root-fibres like spiders’ 
webs for some feet on all sides.” 

Mr. Smith’s land is the ordinary heavy wheat soil of the oolite 
formation, generally rented at not more than 30s. an acre, and the 
four acres of lighter soil have chiefly a gravelly subsoil. The average 
outlay is £7 10s. per acre; and as the average of wheat grown has 
been 354 bushels per acre for thirteen years, the clear profit per 
acre, with wheat at 40s., is #1 7s. 6d.—plus 1} tons of straw. Por 
the accounts of the process of the cultivation, we must refer to the 





report of the lecture itself, and Mr. Smith's own pamphlet. The 
system did not prosper in Mr. Lawes’s hands, but he candidly 
avows that he did not follow it out in its integrity. Mr. 


Clark, the author of the paper, instead of committing the 
fault against which Mr. Smith always warns his followers, of 
beginning on ground in too rich a state, Yad his first yield of wheat 
after a crop of unmanured barley, which itself had followed 
unmanured wheat, but still he got twenty-four bushels per acre off 
his ten acres. The harvest of 1858 gave thirty bushels of dressed 
corn, and that of 1859, which had looked most promising, only 
twenty-five bushels, 

The discussion which followed the paper was more than usually 
interesting, and, of course, as usual, every remark tending to show 
that the system was not nearly so good as “‘the good old ways” 
produced a plenteous crop of ‘‘ Hears,” Innovation is always dis- 
tasteful to the farming mind. Mr. Greene, of Mortvale, near 
Chelmsford, who has carried out the system on fifty-eight acres, con- 
sidered that the main objection to it was the large amount of labour 
required at one particular period of the year. We do not glean 
from his remarks that he uses Mr. Smith’s rotary forker, which is 
drawn with wire rope by Fowler’s horse-power capstan or his steam- 
engine and windlass ; and his calculation for mere manual and horse 
labour together is £4 15s. per acre. He has not seen the quality of 
the wheat improved by the extra amount of light and air; but the 
ears are much larger. Mr. C. Howard thought that the Lois 
Weedon land was so good that the crops were not extra- 
ordinary, and doubted the system ever being successful except 
through the application of steam-machinery. Mr. Fisher Hobbs 
considered that rather too much wheat was grown in the country 
already, and also observed, with respect to the advisability of not 
making rows of wheat too wide apart, especially in the south, that 
on light lands he drilled from east to west, by which means the 
roots of the plant were shaded from the rays of the sun. The chair- 
man, Mr. Coussmaker, considered that the Woolston and Lois Weedon 
systems might work very well together if the steam-machinery of 
the one could be got to replace the amount of manual labour required 
by the other, in order to trench up the land immediately after the 
harvest, The former will be shortly under discussion, but the latter, 
to judge from the general tone of the discussion, must not look to 
the Farmers’ Club for advocates.

ENGLISH SEAL ATTACHED TO THE TREATY OF PEACE BETWEEN 
ENGLAND AND FRANCE, 1527. 

Tus seal (see page 468) is a counterpart, so to call it, of that which 
+ ppeared in our columns last week. It is appended to the English 
transcript of the treaty sent by Henry VIII. to Francis I., in 1527, 
and represents the former on his throne. Like its fellow, it is of 
pure gold, aud of exquisite workmanship; and the interchange of 
such costly appendages is strikingly indicative of the pomp and 
magnificence of the two Monarchs. But these seals are unique, and 
refer to a very special occasion. The documents which they attest 
pretty clearly show that they were not sent merely from ostentation. 
Such gilded compliments did not throw dust—not even gold-dust — 
in the eyes of either Sovereign. In 1525 the nephew of FrancisI, 
after the battle of Pavia, laid France at the mercy of this country, 
Henry had nothing else to do than wa'k into Paris and seat himself 
at Notre Dame with much greater ease and expedition than Henry V. 
had done. Here, indeed, was a rare opportunity. For the six previous 
years he had been opposing the French Monarch with might and 
main, sticking thorns in his sides, and putting grit in his shoes ; and 
for the grit and the thorns he had paid as none but Englishmen 
would pay. Among other things, to annoy this enemy and keep the 
thorns to their work, we had been doing a number of little bills for 
that Imperial charlatan Charles V. Was he not an implacable foe to 
France? Was he not worth fifty thousand riflemen? Was he not 
going to fight our battles for nothing? So we accommodated him 
with a trifle of ready cash for his paper security, and he made 
prisoner our national bug.a-boo, Francis I. Now was the time to 
realise all the blood and treasure that had been expended ; and, to 
the delight of all true-hearted Englishmen, now was the time for 
Henry to flaunt the English flag from the turrets of Notre Dame. 
But ‘‘the hearts of Kings are inscrutable,” as Bacon said of that 
shallowest of monarchs, James I. To the wonderment of his subjects, 
Henry did not march; he budged not an inch to secure the very 
bauble for which he had been toiling all his life. Nay, he caused a 
treaty to be made public, wherein it was enunciated that “‘the 
divinest part of man is to give proof of his immortality,” and the 
practical application of that abstruse maxim was that for certain 
considerations, to be hereafter mentioned, Henry and Francis had 
consented to an amity which shou'd bind their kingdoms in per- 
petual love for ali ages to come. 

If our revered George III.—supposing him to have been compo? 
mentis at the time—after adding millions to the national debt and 
sacrificing many thousands of valuable lives in caging Napoleon at 
St. Helena, had then, instead of clipping his wings and paring his 
talons, invited him to take house at the Horse Guards—not satisfied 
with this superabundance of civility—had furnished him with a 
fresh army and sent him back to his own couatry, such conduct 
could not have been more astounding than was this treaty with 
Francis I. It is true that the French King promised, as his part 
of the bargain, to pay a couple of million gold crowns, which 
we msy suppose to have been the rateable value of his king- 
dom. But he had neither the power nor the will to pay two 
million farthings. Nor, in fact, did the English King expect pay- 
ment; at least, notin gold. The real motive, not to be recorded on 
parchment, not even to be mentioned except incidentally, which 
prompted Henry to propose this league with his ancient foe, and to 
send the astute Wolsey to negotiate the ratification, was his desire 
to strengthen himself with France before taking measures to obtain 
a divorce from Queen Catherine, a Princess of Spain and near 
relation to Charles V. 

The letters of Wolsey descriptive of his proceedizgs while on this 
mission are full of interest ; but we can afford space only for two or 
three extracts relating to his interview with the French King :— 


Wolsey to King Henry VIII. 


Sin,—After my most humble and lowly recommendations, this shall 
ba to advertise your Highness that, on Saturday last passed, I re- 
moved from Abbeville to a town called Pykeney (Péquigny), where, in 
a castle belonging to Mons, de Vidams, accompanied with the 
Cardinal of Lorraine, and some part of his and my train, leaving the 
residue at Flisco (Flichecourt), I was lodged that night. 

On Sunday, after dinner, about one o'clock, I, likewise accom- 
panied with the said Cardina', the Count Brian, and such other 
gentlemen as met and encountered with me at my first entry into 
this realm, I departed from Pykeney, taking my journey towards 
Amyas, [Amiens ’] where the day before, at five o'clock in the after- 
noon, the French King, with my Lady his mother, the Queen of 
Navarre, and many other nobles and great personages arrived, And, 
passing thitherward, approaching and drawing nigh tothe said town, 
within two miles of the same, met and encountered with me the 
Bailiff thereof, with the Burgesses and Aldermen of the same, who, 
by the mouth of their secretary, had an ornate oration unto me, com- 
prising not only thanks and congratulations of my coming and arrival 
into these parts, but also by the same recognised, how as well they, 
as all other the subjects of the realm of France, were most astringed, 
obliged, and bound to —- Highness, for that it pleased your Majesty 
(their Sovereign Lord being in — to take peace at the humble 
pursuit and mediation of the excellent Princess Madame Regent, with 
the realm of France, whereby they were not only delivered of your 
Grace’s great, puissant, and formidable power, which to resist they 
were insufficient and unable, but also, thereby, their King was 
restored to his said realm and liberty; wherefore they reckoned 
and accounted themselves, all their successors, and posterity, 
to be perpetually astringed and bound to bear unto your 
Grace their hearty service, honouring the same no less than 
their own Sovereign Lord and Prince. And forasmuch as 
they knew that mine intervention and mediation toward your 
Highness did not a little confor thereunto, they, for the same, gave 
unto me their most hearty thanks; with demonstration that my 
coming into those parts was to their singular rejoice and comfort ; 
with firm hope and confidence that, like as by your gracious means 
and authority and mine intervention (it liked them so to say), the 
said peace was concluded and their master delivered, so they trusted 
the French King’s children should be restored, and universal peace 
throughout all Christendom ensue; with many other good eloquent 
words tending to that purpose and effect. Whereunto, after mine 
answer made, we marched forward; and, within a little distance, 
eftsoons [immediately] met with me the Bailiff, Ministery, and Justices 
of the said city, who, with a semblable oration of like purport, 
saluted and welcomed me; whereunto, after convenient answer 
made, we proceeded further; and, within a mile and a half of the 
city, the French King, riding upon a grey jennet, apparaled in a 
coat of black velvet, cut in divers places for showing of the lining 
thereof, which was white satin, accompanied with the King of 
Navarre, the Cardinal of Bourbon, the Duke of Vendome, the Count 
Saint Pole, Mons. de Gize, Mons. Vaudemount, the Great Master, * 
the Seneschal of Normandy, with divers Archbishops, Bishops, and 
other noblemen, adyanced himself towards me ; to whose person (as 
soon as I had the sight thereof), dividing my company on both 
hands, in most reverent manner, sole and alone, I did accelerate my 
repair and access ; and his Grace, doing the semblable, for his part 
being discovered, with his bonnet in his hand, encountered and, with

most hearty, kind, loving countenance and manner, embraced me 
resenting unto me the King of Navarre, with the Cardinal of Bour- 
on, the Duke of Vendome, and the aforesaid noble personages, 
by whom, also, I was likewise welcomed; in the time 
doing whereof, the French King saluted my Lord of Londyn, * 
my rd Chamberlain, Master Comptroller, the Chancellor of 
the Duchy, and such other your servants and gentlemen as 
accompanied me. After which salutations finished and made on both 
sides the said French King returned, with loving and joyous counte- 
nance, most heartily demanding of your Highness’s good welfare 
and prosperity, whereof to hear was most to his consolation and 
comfort, for your Highness was the Prince whom he most lovea, 
honoured and esteemed, and was most indebted unto, forasmuch as 
by your only means his realm was preserved from all peril ani 
dangers, and he himself, detained in captivity, was also restored to 
his said realm and liberty, for the which your nobleness and gratitude 
he, during his life, shall not only be to your Highness as most 
humble servant but asa slave, accumulating as many good and well set 
words to that purpose as could be devised, in such a constant, assured, 
and loving manner that the same appeared not to be feigned, but to 
proceed of an entire mind, affection, and heart. . .....+. 

And to the intent, as me seemed, I should think that he greatly 
esteemed all such things as were sent from your Highness unto him ; 
he caused the Count Saint Pole, M. de Guize, and M. de Vaudemount 
to ride next before him, upon three of the horses that your Highness 
had sent unto him, whereof the one, being a bay, he said was the 
best, the lightest, and most meet for the war of any that ever he 
saw, or could be found in Christendom, and most resembled, as he 
had appareled him, to the horses of Turkey, far surmounting any 
that might be found or recovered in the same. And thus entering 
and passing throughout the city, which was marvellously replenished 
with people, crying ‘‘ Vive le Roi!” he forgot not, far above my 
deserts, to recognise how much he, his mother, and realm were 
bound unto me, and how heartily I was welcome unto them. . . 

And so still riding through the streets, in the principal places 
whereof were divers pageants well devised, expressing the great 
desirethat they have to peace, thereparation of Christ's Church and See 
Apostolic to the pristine dignity, with perfect hope, and trust that 
the same shall succeed by your Grace's high policy, wisdom, authority, 
and mediation, intermixing me, in the habit of a Cardinal, as your 
+ Minister and servant, for the accomplishment and attaining 
thereof. 

And, albeit I often demanded what his Grace’s intent was, otis 
we were past his palace, wherein he was lodged, to go and procee 
any further through the city, conjecturing thereby that his intent was 
to accompany me to my lodging which to do I selened, with as many 
persuasions and exhortations as I could devise; yet it was not in my 
power to dissuade him, but in any wise he would accompany me to 
the same, without suffering me to return with him to his palace, 
And so, after demand whether I would see my Lady that night 
(whereof I showed myself to be very glad and desirous), I departed 
from him, and by the Cardinal of Lorraine was brought and accom- 
panied into my lodging, which I found richly and pompously appareled 
with the French King’s own stuff ; as the outer chamber, with rich 
cloth of tissue and silver, paned, embroidored with freres knots, 
wherein was a great and large cloth of state of the same stuff and sort. 
The second chamber was appareled with crimson velvet, embroidered, 
and replenished with large letters of gold of F and A,+ crowned, with 
another very large cloth of state of fine arras. And the third cham- 
ber, being my bedchamber, was appareled with rich cloth of tissue, 
raised, and a great sparver and counterpoint to the same. And the 
fourth, being as a closet, was hanged with cloth of bawdikyn, where- 
unto was annexed a little gallery hanged with crimson velvet. And 
after a little pause, and shifting of myself, there was sent unto my 
lodging the Cardinal of Bourbon, the Duke of Vendome, with many 
other prelates and noblemen, to conduct me to my Lady’s presence, 
who was lodged in the Bishop’s palace, in the hall whereof, bein 
large and spacious, richly hanged and appareled with arras, was place 
and set in right good order on both sides the French King’s 
guard, my Lady his mother, the Queen of Navarre, Madame Reynet, 
the Duke of Vendome, the King of Navarro's sister, with a great 
number of other ladies and gentlewomen standing in the midst ; 
to whose presence I somewhat approaching and drawing nigh my 
said Lady, also advancing herself forwards in most loving 
and —— manner, encountered, welcomed, and embraced me, 
and likewise saluted my Lord of London, my Lord Chamberiain, 
Master Comptroller, the Chancellor of the Duchy, and most part 
of such gentlemen as came with me, and most specially the Earl of 
Derby, whom it liked her Grace to kiss and right lovingly to 
welcome. In the time of doing whereof I, for my part semblably 
saluted the Queen of Navarre, Madame Reynet, the Duchess of 
Vendome, the King of Navarre’s sister, and a great part of the 
other ladies; which dono on both sides my Lady returned, and, 
taking me by the arm, led and conveyed me into her inner chamber, 
where, under a rich cloth of state, were set two chairs, garnished 
one with black velvet and the other with cloth of tissue; where, 
after delivery and reading of your Grace’s letters, which seemed to 
be very pleasant unto her, and making of your Highness most 
cordial recommendations, she demanded right heartily of your 
Grace's welfare and prosperity. Whereunto, after I had made 
answer, her pleasure was that we should sit down to enter into 
further communication; in the beginning and commencing whereof 
she, with well set and couched words, declared and accumulated-the 
great benefits and gratuities which your Highness, in her perplexity, 
heaviness, and adversity had exhibited and showed to her and the 
King, her son, whose deliverance and restitution to liberty she only 
referred and ascribed unto your Highness; for the which, both she, 
her said son, and all those which were, or should hereafter, descend 
of him and his were bounden to do service uato your Highness, 
and daily to pray for the continuance and prosperous estate of the 
same.—Lxtracted from the State Papers, temp.

Tue Ecviison Gattery.—Mrs. Elizabeth Ellison, of Subrooke 
Holme, in the county of Lincoln, has made to the Department of Science 
and Art at South Kensington a most noble gift. It consists, for the present, 
of fifty splendid original water-colour paintings (the production cf British 
artists), the property of her late husband, Richard Ellison, Esq., who 
always intended that some of his collection shou!d ultimately be bequeathed 
to the nation. The main conditions annexed to this gift are :—The pictures 
shall be deposited in the national collection of water-colour paintings at 
Kensington, commenced by the Department of Science and Art, untila 
separate and permanent room or rooms shall be erected for that purpose ; 
that the professional adviser for the preservation of the said water-colour 
paintings shall be the president of the Water-Colour Society for the time 
being; and that they shall be exhibited to the public as constantly as the 
oil paintings in the charge of the Science and Art Department. Mrs. 
Ellison expresses her desire (in which her late husband, it is said, would 
have concurred) that the pictures shall not be exhibited on Sunday. The 
gift has been formally accepted by Lord Granville on the part of the public, 
and the works are in progress of arrangement under the care of Mr. 
Redgrave. 

Tae New Frexcn Acquisition tn THe Rep Sea.—M. Prevost 
Paradol writes in the Presse :—‘* The Nord contains some interesting details 
of the acquisition which the French Government has just made in the Red 
Sea. The Bay of Adonlis, and the neighbouring islands of Iesee and Ooda, 
have just been ceded to France by a treaty concluded with a King of 
Abyssinia, whose title, it is said, is sufficiently good to exclude all reclama- 
tion on the part of the Porte. This acquisition will be less disputed than 
that of Perim : it is more advantageous in itself, for Perim is only a dry 
rock, while our new possessions are of some extent and fertility ; but the 
situation of the island of Perim seems better in a military point of view, 
since it commands the entrance to the Red Sea.”

ROSA BONHEUR'S NEW PICTURES 
Five new pictures by Mdile. Roza Bonheur have just been opened 
to public view at the German Gallery, New Bond-street. Of course 
they are ali animal pieces, but they differ very much in subject and 
treatment. The two principal works are entitled ‘‘ A Scottish Raid,” 
and ‘Spanish Bourigairos Crossing the Pyrenees.” The Scottish Raid 
is one of the most spirited, most picturesque, and we may add, most 
truthful ropresentetion of Highland ‘scenery and cattle that has ever 
been produced, throwing all previous efforts of the kind that have 
come within our knowledge into the shade. During her recent visit 
to the north she ap to have made herself thoroughly acquainted 
with the genius and habits of the bovine tribe there, which differ in 
many points from those of other parts, and the assortment which 
crowd her canvas are obviously stamped with all the ye of 
portraiture, and are finished with such exactness of detail that 
viewed through the magnifying-glass, they almost seem to live 
before us, puffing hardly as they tramp along, wearied and vexod 
with a long night's march. A drove of sheep, which are also intro- 
duced, are equally striking for the charactor displayed in them. The 
landscape, though of subordinate importance, is remarkable for its 
exact adherence to local truth ; the mists gathering in the distance, 
and the long, coarse, poor-looking grass in the foreground indicate 
the period probably of approaching winter. In the ‘‘ Spanish 
Bouriga‘ros” picture is a marvellous group of donkeys, walking in 
procession down a declivity in the Pyrenees, so admirably put 
upon canvas that you may almost single them out individually to 
rocognise them again in any part of the world. ‘The other pictures 
hore exhibited—and all equally clevor, though of small dimensions— 
are “The Highland Shepherd,” ‘‘ Denizeus of the Highlands,”’ and 
“*Hentsman Taking Hounds to Cover.” 


BARKER'S PICTURE OF “THE RELIEF OF LUCKNOW.” 

THE crowds who flock daily to see Mr. T. J. Barker's picture of ‘‘ The 
Reiief of Lucknow,” at the little gallery, 5, Waterloo-place, sufficiently 
attest the interest taken in the subject, and the recognition of the 
historical truth displayedin the artist’s treatmentof his subject. The 
picture being a commission from Messrs. Agnew, of Manchester, for 
the purpote of engraving, has, of course, been painted with an eye to 
the peculiar requirements of that process of reproduction ; but even as 
a picture, and considored in art sense alone, it possesses considerable 
merit and interest.

Several of 
the accessorial groups represent interesting passages in the 
eventful day: here a party of natives quarreling over “loot ;’

ResvscitaTion oF Datep ANIMALCULES.—The members of the 
commission charged by the French Society of Bio'ogy with the examination 
of this disputed point having repeated with great care, and under the eyes 
of their authors, the experiments of MM. Doy®re and Pouchet, have given 
in their report. They admit that certain animals termed “ reviviscents 
yom A be reanimated, in varying degrees, by mvistening, after having lost b 

ccation, more or less complete, all manifestations of life. Certain tardi- 
grades have revived after having endured for five minutes a temperature of 
208° Fah., in the stove of M. Doyére; and some rotifera were reanimated 
after having remained eighty-two days in a dry vacuum and then been 
exposed for thirty minutes to a temperature of 212° Fah. It is said that the 
resistance of tardigrades and rotifers to high temperatures increases in 
proportion to the completeness of their previous desiccation. 


ARSENIC-EATING.—In the last number of the Pharmaceutical 
Journal, in a chemical lecture by Mr. Hirsch, of Middlesex Hospital, will 
be found many interesting details relating to this practice, said to prevail in 
Styria among the peasantry, especially the woodmen and hunters, who 
t it increases their stren; and improves their personal appearance, 
without injury to health. The poison is taken in a warm liquid (e.g., 
coffee) fasting ; the dose at first the size of a pin’s head, increasing to that of 
a pea. bodies of arsenic-eaters are said to remain unchanged for a long 
time after death. 


Tae Ecnenets Remora, or Sucking Fish, forms the subject of 
a very interesting paper by Dr. Albert Giinther in the Annals of Natural 
History for May. This fish was well known to the ancients, and is 
described by Aristotle, a Pliny, &c. By a peculiar adhesive disc on 
the top of the head it has the power of attaching itself to other fishes, the 
bottoms of ships, &c. Mr. Turton once found a cod with this disagreeable 
living appendage in Swansea Bay. Dr. Giinther gives many historical 
details, and describes ten species, with illustrations 


Tue Crrcotar PorarisaTIon oF Licut was the subject of a 
discourse by Dr. J. H. Gladstone, at the Chemical Society, on Thursday 
week. These phenomena were discovered in France, and excited some 
attention in Britain, but had been recently the subject of investigation 
abroad only. The chief substances which have the property of rotating a 
polarised ray of light are quartz and a few other inorganic crystals, many 
essential oils, different kinds of sugar, tartaric and malic acids and their 
derivatives; some other —_ acids, many vegetable alkalis, and albumen. 
Dr. Gladstone referred to the influence exerted on this property by the state 
of aggregation of the particles of the substance, the temperature, 
magnetism, and chemical combination. The power of rotating light to the 

ht or left hand, and thus lucing from white light a succession of 
colours, is intimately connected with a peculiar onesidedness of the form of 
the crystals themselves. Circular polarisation is applied to the quantitative 
estimation of various kinds of sugar in a solution, and the determination 
of what is going on in that solution, and the examination of isomeric 
substances ; and Dr. Gladstone thinks it will play no inconsiderable part in 
the chemistry of the future. The discourse was illustrated by two polari- 
scopes for the determination of sugar; a Soleil's saccharometer, kindly lent 
by Dr. Bence Jones ; and a modification of Biot’s, by Mr. Heisch. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 

Proresson ANnsTED gave his fourth lecture om Thursday last week, his 
subject being ‘‘ Earthquakes.” He described the phenomena accompanying 
these convulsions ; the varying intensity of the shocks, sometimes hardly 
perceptible, at others causing awful destruction: the motion, also, 
varying, being sometimes undulatory, sometimes perpendicular, and some- 
times a combinationof thetwo. The theories respecting earthquakes were 
then considered; and reference was made to the single and combined action 
of heat, and of the chemical. electrical, and possibly magnetical forces upon 
the multifarious constituents of the crust of the earth, as the most probable 
causes of these phenomena. quakes take place all over the world; 
but are most frequent and violent in South + y West Asia, and South 
America. They happen more frequently in cold, than in warm weath«r. 
Out of about 6000 observed, 627 occurred in January and only 415 in July. 
On the average, there is one shock a-week somewhere. One shock in forty 
is violent, and there is one important shock in eight months. In Europe, 
there is one shock in nine days and thirty-three ina year. Till the presen 
century regular observations were not made. The number of observations 
made up to the 15th century were 787 ; to the 19th, 2804; from 1800 to 1850, 
$240; total, 6831. 110 slight earthquakes have occurred in the United 
Kingdom during the present century. (Full information on the subject is 
given in Mallet’s Earthquake Catalogue and Reports, published by the 
British Association.) The kindred subject of Votcanoges, will be the next 
considered. 

The Friday evezing discourse was delivered by Dr. Tuos. Mavo, the 
President of the Royal College of Physicians, ‘‘On the Relations of the 
Public to the Science and Practice of Medicine’—the Duke of Wellington, 
V.P., in the chair. We give a few notes. The importance of the dissemina- 
tion of the knowledge required to maintain healt and cure disease is not 
sufficiently estimated. The patient and the physician do not stand in the 
same relation as lawyer and client ; in the former case knowledge isrequired 
on both sides. For want of this knowledge the public are deluded by 
quacks, and, at the same time, from prejudice neglect what is really 
valuable in new modes of treating diseases. Dr. Currie’s mode of treatin, 
deseases by cold water did not receive the attention it deserved, althoug 
it comprehended all that was valuable in the hydropathic system of the 
ignorant peasant Priessnitz. Incaculable benefits would accrue if women 
received some amount of medical education: Dr. Eliz. Blackwell and Miss 
F. Nightingale are eminent examples of their capability of receiving this 
instruction. Medical men are too often regarded as a species of conjurors. 
This would not be the case if the processes of true medical reasoning 
(based on philosophical induction) were better understood. A public more 
enlightened on medical matters should be able to a certain extent to prevent 
the practitioner from devoting himself too much to one modeof investigation 
(as by the microscope, &c.), or to the study of local diseases only. It would 
demand that the diseases of the mind be more studied; and that great 
criminals should not escape punishment by simulated insanity ; it would 
also, by treating the members of the medical profession with the respect 
due to them, encourage them to impart freely that knowledge so essential 
to the happiness of man. 

Mr. F. A. Avet (Chief of the Chemical Laboratory, Woolwich Arsenal) 
gave the fourth lecture of his course, ‘‘ On Chemical Action and Heat,” on 
Saturday last. The conditions favourable to energetic chemical action, and 
the consequent development of intense heat, were referred to, and some of 
the applications of the changes resulting from the simple contact of che- 
mically-active substances were examined. Various schemes for one 
spontaneously inflammable substances—such as potassium, preparations 0: 

Shespherus and sulphur, &c.—to the production of ince shells and 
of an irrespirable atmosphere were considered. Several of the predecessors 
of the lucifer match v ere described—viz., the old Promethean matches, the 
phosphorus bottle, and the sulphuric acid bottle (into which prepared 
matches were dipped); and also the hydrogen lamp, invented by Dobereiner 
in 1820. The application of the above-mentioned substances to the ignition 
of signals was ihustrated ; and the arrangements for the ignition of the 
Russian infernal machines, found in great numbers in the Baltic during the 
late war, were described as being of a similar character. An account was 
given of the influence of chemical action, combined with heat and combus- 
tion, in the reduction of metals from their ores, —— of the application 
of the very intense heat produced by burning mixtures of hydrogen, or coal 
gas, and oxygen, as in the exyhydvegen blowpipes used for brazing and 
riveting and fusing refractory metals. The oxyhydrogen furnace recently 
constructed by Deville and Debray, in wbich several pounds of platinum can 
be easily melted, was described ; and, in conclusion, a quantity of iron was 
readily fused in a gas furnace invented by Mr. Griffin. 

Dr. Spencer Cospowp’s fourth lecture (on Tuesday last) was devoted to 
the cameline (or hornless) ruminants—viz., the two ies of camels, 
dromedary of Arabia (with one hump), and the Bac’ camel of Central 
Asia (with two humps), and to their diminutive representatives in south 
America, the Mama (including the paco or alpaca), and the vicuna. 
Specimens of all these are now living in the Zoological Gardens —e 
vicunas having been added cogs | the present month. The organisation o' 
these creatures, s0 wonderfully apted to their habits, and their great use 
to man, were fully described, jally their internal water-cells and the 
hump—an accumulation of fatty matter stored up as a provision for famine, 
It is said that camels can c from 800lbs. to 15001bs., at a speed varying 
from five to eleven miles an hour, sometimes maintained ry | eleven 
hours. The llamas resemble the camels very closely, but have a structure 
more adapted to mountainous regions than sandy plains. It is thought 
that the cameline ruminants have, strictly speaking, never been wild

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WALTHAM ABBEY CHURCH RESTORED.—FROM A PHOTOGRAPH BY MR. SALMON, 


WALTHAM ABBEY. 


THE increasing interest felt in all things pertaining to the early 
history of our country, an interest at once fed and strengthened by 
the frequent and varied boons on all hands—from buried cities and 
sacred fanes down to the worm-eaten covers of old books—warrants 
a few words on the works now progressing at Waltham Abbey. 
This church stands out as the connecting link between two important 
periods, and gathers around it the deep-seated feelings of our Anglo- 
Saxon nature from its immediate association with the last of our 
Saxon kings. Built by Harold as a church for the people's worship, 
it speaks of the national faith previous to its greater degeneracy and 
the deeper humiliation of the national glory Totoro the Papal power 
in the reign that succeeded, and commemorating the brave man who 
of his piety and munificence called it into being, knelt at its altar, 
thence gave himself a sacrifice for his people’s weal. On the 14th of 
October, 1066, Harold fell beneath his standard on the Hill of Seulac, 
buried, perhaps, first beneath a heap of stones on the Sussex coast. 
He was removed thence, at tne earnest prayers of his mother, 
Githa, and, borne by the sorrowing brotherhood of Waltham, he, 
with the noble Gurth and Leofwin, was more fittingly 

interred in his own church. 

From the best evidence it ap; that this church was 
consecrated on May 3, 1060, by Kinsige, Archbishop of 
York, who died in the following December; but the con- 
firmation charter was not executed until 1062. A long 
list of the Prelates and Princes who witnessed it is given 
by the writer of the “De Inventione Sanctw Crusis 
Walthamensis,” wherein the signatures of Ealdred, 
Kinsige’s successor, occurs; also that of Stigand, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury ; and Esegar, the son of Avthelstan, 
and grandson of Tho:i le Prude, the original founder of 
the church and village of Waltham. According to this 
charter the foundation of Harold was a college for a Dean 
and eleven secular canons, which he endowed with seven- 
teen lordships for their maintenance ; he also munificently 
enriched the church with costly vessels snd sacred relics. 

The nave, with a portion of the south transept, is all 
that remains of this noble church, and of that the exte- 
rior has been so marred that it presents but a faint idea of 
its former glory; fortunately, the interior has not 
suffered to the same extent, but retains its general features 
and much of the original work is still untouched. Now 
that the whitewash and plaster have been taken off, the 
unsightly pews and galleries that disfigured the building 
removed, the massive pillars substantially restored, and 
their bases made visible by the lowering of the floor, 
this church is still more worthy of a visit. The somewhat 
lofty, huge, circular piers, alternately plain and decorated 
with spiral or bold chevron flutings, surmounted with 
coeapenting anne and abacus ; the noble arcade, the 
triporium with its simple ornamentations, the lofty cle- 
restory, with triplets of arches, and the magnificent arch 
of the Norman tower, strikes the beholder with its 
massiveness and grandeur, and calls forth a wish to have 
looked, if but for ore minute, upon the splendid whole. 

A new choir was added, and some repairs seem to have 
been done in the reigns of Henry I. or Stephen; and still 
more extensive repairs and additions by Henry II., who 
changed the foundation from seculars to Augustine 
monks, increasing the number to twenty-four, and pro- 
mised to augment their revenues so that they should be 
sufficient to maintain eighty or a hundred Canons ; but this 
he did not perform. Henry appears also to have deter- 
mined upon building a new church here, but did not do 
so, contenting himself with the repair of the old one and 
the erection of the necessary monastic buildings. 

In 1242 the choir was rebuilt and the church in 
solemnly dedicated by William, Bishop of Norwich. “The 
foundations of the north pillars of this choir were dug u 
in 1786, when a coffin of blue purbeck marble was found 
at the bottom of the wall. This coffin lay 260 feet distant 
from the present east wall of the church, and shows the 
great extent of the edifice in that direction. 

During the repairs that have been progressing for some 
months past under the able direction of Mr. Burges, 
which he has conducted in the true spirit of conservatism, 





several interesting details of Norman work have been revealed, such 
as the enriched capitals of the shafts of the south entrance, a Norman 
doorway on the north side, conclusive evidences of the vaulting of 
the aisles, circular windows to the triforium, and the corbel table of 
the south aisle; of later work, three corbels in the north wall 
inserted to carry the groined roof of the cloisters; these are of 
Henry II.’s time, and correspond with the vaulted building within 
the gardens, which was a part of the abbatial residence, erected 
doubtlessly by that Monarch ; the remains of a noble pointed window 
of four lights, which has been restored with very beautiful flowing 
tracery, and a Newel staircase within the south wall. Some wall 
paintings were also discovered under the whitewash, which could 
not be preserved. 

Of the work done we may further specially mention the square 
windows, the insertion of which so fearfully mutilated the north wall, 
have been removed and Norman windows restored ; also two pointed 
arched windows on this side, and the Norman doorway. The wall 
itself has been refaced with ashtar, and the buttresses strengthened. 
The whitewashed ceiling has given way to a decorated one, after 
Peterborough Cathedral; and an elegant gallery erected against 
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the west wall for the organ, which has been repaired and great! 
enl . Much more, however, remains to be done, The east end, 
with its horrible factory window, must be removed, and a suitable 
composition be inserted; the south entrance restored; and the 
repair of the south wall as has already been done on the north side. 
Up to this time about £3000 has been expended, and a further sum 
of £3000 is required to complete the work. The funds for this 
national undertaking have been collected through the instrumentality 
of the incumbent, Mr. James Francis, the parishioners having largely 
subscribed, 

We have not been able to notice the beautiful Lady Chapel, with 
very much of its excellent work hidden by a false ceiling, and all its 
other disfigurements, which should be removed, and the large blocked 
arch connecting it with the church opened. 

The interior of the Abbey Church having been sufficiently repaired 
to be again used for Divine service, it was reopened with special ser- 
vices on the 3rd inst., that day being the eight hundredth anniver- 
sary of its consecration. About £135 was collected, and the pro- 





ceedings altogether were of a highly satisfactory nature. 


THE PORTA FELICE AND MARINA, PALERMO. 


PuBLIC attention, long directed to the doings in Northern 
and Central Italy, has shifted to the southernmost part 
of the Italian peninsula, and, eons from the mainland, 
now rests on Sicily. In pursuance of our plan of sending 
special artists and correspondents to every place where 
important events are likely to transpire, we have dis- 
patched one to Sicily; and shall soon, we hope, be able 
to reproduce on our pages, from sketches by his facile 
ood, faithful representations not only of the death- 
struggle being carried on in that island, but of the most 
salient points of its charming natural scenery, and some 
of the chief features of its principal cities. 

We break ground in our present Number by presenting 
an Illustration of the Porta Felice and Marina, in Palermo, 
in which city, as is well known, the insurrection burst out 
early in the last month, and was not crushed until near its 
close—if, indeed, it be wholly so at the present time. 
Every town of any importance on the littorale of the 
Mediterranean has its Marina, or public promenade ; and, 
according to the Rev. G. N. Wright, the Marina of 
Palermo is the most delightful spot on the Mediterranean. 
He says :—‘‘ A stranger glides into the port of Palermo 
always too rapidly, because every advance detracts from 
the sublime prospect of the Marina, with its fashionable as 
well as busy groups, in motion before a range of palaces 
one mile in extent; behind which the glorious city ap- 

, seated on the most fertile plain in Europe, and 
above which, in the background of the panorama, Monte 
Pelegrino rises precipitously, majestically, and with a 
form as strange as it is beautiful. Entering the inner 
harbour, the Cala Felice, or landing-steps, is now reached, 
and the busy hum of men assails the ears; new voices, 
strange dresses, different associations present themselves, 
yet all agreeable and full of interest. Here the Pratique 
office, on the right, demands your presence—a crowd of 
idlers, and an accumulation of merchandise, impeding you 
at every step. To the left of the Marina and landing- 
place some remains of the ancient town walls are visible, 
and some military works of insignificant strength ; but 
immediately in front stands the Porta Felice, a 
which the crowds of carriages and visitors pour from the 
Cassaro, at the accustomed hour, to enjoy the recreations 
of the Marina. This splendid piece of architecture, per- 
haps the handsomest city-portal in Europe, is purely 
Italian in its style and ornaments, and is a sufficient proof 
that the designs of ancient Greece and Rome may still be 
rivalled by the genius of after ages. From this perfect 
specimen of art—so constantly, from its position, the 
admiration of its owners—the parade extends towards the 
Villa Reale, a public pleasure-ground, and thence to the 
Botanic Gardens. These are tributary to the evening 
enjoyments of the Palermitans, and it is confessed by all 
voyagers in the Mediterranean that the delights of an 
evening on the Marina of Palermo are without a parallel 
in the south of Europe.” 
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
